‘57 ENROLLMENT 
SHOWS SMALL 
INCREASE 


Enrollment at Stout State College 
reached 1163, a slight increase over 
the 1159 enrolled at this time a year 
ago, according to a report issued by 
officials of the college. Students are 
in attendance from 18 states, Hawaii 
and nine foreign countries in addition 
to the great majority living in Wis- 
consin. 


According to records of the regis- 
trar’s office, enrollment is divided by 
classes as follows: freshmen, 373; 
sophomores, 258; juniors, 269; seniors, 
235; graduate students, 17; and spec- 
ial students 11. 


Officials of the college have noted 

a heavier registration of freshman 
girls and a slight reduction in the pro- 
pontion of freshman men, 2 situation 
attributed by many educators to the 
absence of any type of “GI Bill” to 
help defray the educational costs of 
young men now being released from 
service. 


The nine foreign countries having 
student representation at Stout State 
College are Bolivia, Canada, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, . 7% :sie, Jordan, Nicar- 
agua, Panama, and Thailand. 

Additional late registrants and stu- 
dents who will enter at the beginning 
of the next nine weeks quarter are ex- 
pected to add further to the total en- 
rollment.

Appointment of thirteen persons to 
the faculity of Stout state college has 
been announced by Dr. Verne C. Fryk- 
lund, president of the college. The new 
appointments raise to seventy-seven 
the number of full-time faculty mem- 
bers at Stout 

Instructor in metalworking will be 
Norman A. Benson, who last year was 
on the campus of the University of 
Minnesota working toward his doctor- 
ate. Benson holds a master’s degree 
from San Francisco State Teacher’s 
college and a bachelor’s degree from 
San Jose State Teacher’s college.

14% IN ENROLLMENT 


Enrollment of 456 summer session 
students at Stout state college, the 
largest summer school student body in 
the past six years, was reported by the 
administration of the college. The to- 
tal was a 14% increase over last 
year’s summer registration. 

Of those in attendance, 317 were 
men and 139 were women. A large pro- 
portion, 251, were graduate students, 
postgraduates or persons enrolled ina 
special course of studies. 

In addition to students enrolled 
from Hawaii and the Philippine Is- 
lands, there were also persons in at- 
tendance from Malaya, Ethiopia, Can- 
ada, Indonesia, Jordan, Lebanon, Pan- 
ama, Paraguay and one other South 
American nation. 

Among the student body were rep- 
resentatives from 20 states other than 
Wisconsin. Veterans still composed a 
significant portion of the registrants, 
with 104 designated as attending un- 
der public laws for veterans. 

For Stout’s entire summer program, 
729 people were on the campus. Parti- 
cipating in the week-long Popenoe 
workshop were 115 persons. An addi- 
tional 158 registered for such post ses- 
sion offerings as driver education and 
other selected courses.

It’s back to books for 660,000 Wis- 
consin youngsters this fall as school 
opens. 

Old-timers will remember the books 
of 50 years ago. 

Boys were reading Custer’s “Boots 
and Saddles” and other daring-do ad- 
ventures by Roosevelt, Peary, and Dan 
Beard. “The Great Locomotive Chase” 
was published in 1907 and the Arctic 
and the Panama Canal were favorite 
subjects. Vigorous stories of vigorous 
men were commonplace.

STOUT STATE COLLEGE 
OBSERVES ANNIVERSARY 


In 1917, the Wisconsin senate of- 
ficially — and unanimously — passed 
a bill authorizing what was then Stout 
Institute to confer the degree of Bache- 
lor of Science on its eligible graduates. 
Now, 40 years later, Stout state college 
is observing the anniversary of that 
momenteous occasion. 

Stout’s first president, the late L. D. 
Harvey, was largely and almost sole- 
ly responsible for the bill’s promotion. 
Practically unassisted, he looked after 
the bill’s interest in the legislature. 
First, he saw it passed in the assembly 
by a vote of 74 to 1 and then unani- 
mously passed in the senate. 

The bill was originally introduced by 
the Committee on Education and Pub- 
lic Weitare of the senate. At commit- 
tee hearings, some opposition devel- 
oped on its reference to the Joint com- 
mittee on Finance, but the bill pas- 
sed the senate without a dissenting 
vote. Any remaining opposition died 
rapidly as the bill later reached the as- 
sembly and the Committee on Educa- 
tion. All but one vote was cast in its 
favor in the lower house. 

The original bill specified: “Students 
who shall satisfactorily complete re- 
quired courses, shall receive from Stout 
Institute, under the seal of the insti- 
tute, the degree of Bachelor of Science 
in industrial arts and in home econom- 
ies and household arts.” 

Local and state newspapers hailed 
the passage of the bill. The “Dunn 
County News,” the hometown paper 
of Stout Institute, predicted: 

“The measure will mean much to 
Stout Institute. It will insure its rela- 
tively high standing amoung institu- 
tions devoted to the teaching of the 
manual arts and the preparation of 
teachers in manual training and do- 
mestic science. It will mean an increas- 
ed enrollment.” 

“Tt will mean a complete answer by 
Stout to the demand for teachers of 
longer training in the manual branch- 
es which is arising all over the coun- 
try. Increasing the prestige and impor- 
tance of the institution, it will result 
in direct benefit to the community.” 

These predictions, however long- 
range, have been fullfilled two-fold. 
Rated second to none in its fields of 
educational preparation, Stout state 
college has had a 1956-57 enrollment 
of 1,180, with many more job open- 
ings available than graduating seniors 
to fill employment requests. 

Today Stout state college offers de- 
grees in home economics, home eco- 
nomics education, vocational educa- 
tion, industrial education, and the new- 
lyintroduced degree in industrial tech- 
nology. Women graduating with a ma- 
jor in dietetics meet the requirements 
of the American Dietetic Association. 
Nearly 5,000 students have received 
Bachelor of Science degrees from Stout 
in these fields since 1917. And since 
1935, when Stout state college first 
offered a Master of Science, nearly 700 
alumni or new enrollees received this 
degree.

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GRADS ALL FIND 
SUITABLE JOBS 
ARE ABUNDANT 


The past year has been a very suc- 
cessful one for Stout graduates so far 
as placement and salary are concerned, 
reports Frank J. Belisle, placement 
chairman of the college. 


According to Mr. Belisle,members of 
the 1957 graduating class were placed 
at much higher salaries than was the 
case with the class of the previous 
year. For instance, Stout graduates 
holding the bachelor of science degree 
received an average sarary increase 
of approximately $300. Those holding 
the master of science obtained an ay- 
erage increase of well over $400. This 
upward trend, says Chairman Belisle, 
is expected to continue during the com- 
ing year. 

His office processed over 1,000 job 
opportunities for current graduates or 
alumni during that time. In addition to 
the 10 graduating dietitians who ac- 
cepted positions, 62 seniors of the 
School of Home Economics were 
placed. Of that number, 51 took high 
school teaching jobs, 40 of them in 
Wisconsin. An additional eight are 
now married and are homemakers, two 
are home agents and one teaches in a 
vocational school. 


The Placement Office reports that 
112 industrial education graduates 
took jobs in Wisconsin, Hawaii and six 
other states. Of that number, 71 en- 
tered high school teaching. Among the 
remainder, 15 went into military ser- 
vice, 12 into industry, eight to voca- 
tional schools, four to graduate school, 
and two to university teaching posi- 
tions. 


The Placement Office reveals that 
42 master’s graduates accepted pos- 
itions, these include 31 high school 
jobs in Wisconsin, 7 other states and 1 
foreign country. Of the remaining mas- 
ter’s people, five took college positions, 
four went to vocational school facul- 
ties, and one each chose industry or 
military serviee. 

Stout state college also makes ay- 
ailable the services of its Placement 
Office to alumni of the college. The of- 
fice reports such service to 48 indus- 
trial education graduates who took po- 
sitions in Wisconsin and seven other 
states. High school teaching attract- 
ed 39 of these persons. Three others 
joined college faculties, two teach in 
vocational schools, two were employed 
to teach in universities, and one each 
went to industry or the Boy Scouting 
program. 

Home economics alumnae were as- 
sisted in 17 cases. Of that number, 15 
accepted high school teaching post- 
tions. Vocational school teaching and 
home agent work attraced the other 
two.

WILSON MANSION IS PURCHASED FOR USE 
AS FRATERNITY HOUSE FOR SIGMA TAU GAMMA 


The 19 room mansion of one of Me- 
nomonie’s pioneer lumber barons will 
soon be performing a less sedate—but 
equally useful—role for 30 fraternity 
men attending Stout state college. 


Long known as the “T. B. Wilson 
house,” in deference to members of 
the Wilson family who occupied it for 
nearly half a century, the original unit 
of the rambling frame structure was 
actually built in 1894 for Dr. Rhead, 
prominent Menomonie physician of 
that era. He lived in it until 1906, 
when the Wilsons purchased the 
house. It was continuously occupied by 
the T. B. Wilson family until five 
years ago, when the late Mrs. Wilson 
moved to Washington, D. C. After her 
departure the massive house remained 
unoccupied. 


The three-story mansion, embelish- 
ed with the verandas and porticos of 
the 1890’s, dominates an entire quar- 
ter-block directly across the street 
from the site of Wilsons’ original 
home. The old home had been built by 
the elder Wilsons, among the found- 
ers of the Knapp, Stout and Co. lum- 
bering firm. 

Although the old house was built in 
two sections, testimony to the crafts- 
manship of that day is ithe fact that 
there is no apparent difference, inside 
or outside, as to where the original 
unit ends and the later one begins. 
The west wing was added because the 
Wilsons decided on a larger living 
room for entertaining the Menomonie 
gentry. 

Actually, however, the lumber used 
in construction is a mute witness to 
the prosperity and eventually collapse 
of the Menomonie lumbering enter- 
prise. The older portion of the man- 
sion only is framed from Wisconsin 


;| white pine which came through Me- 


nomonie in millions of board feet in 
the 1890’s. 

Even in the deserted, echoing house 
one can still sense gracious living in 
the time of the Stout-Knapp lumber 
empire. The walls of the formal living 
room are completely covered in mar- 
oon velvet. On the walls of the large 
entry hall, hand painted street scenes 
are still visible after half a century. 


Former occupants could warm 
themselves at any of four fireplaces, 


each especially designed to the motif 
of a particular room. Five bathrooms 
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are scattered throughout the mansion. 
In one is a hand painted washbowl 
imported from France. 

A family of only three persons oc- 
cupied the huge house. However, the 
five bedrooms on the second floor were 
in frequent use by an extensive guest 
list. Bedrooms on the third floor pro- 
vided living quarters for the Wilson 
servants. 

Soon the mansion will become the 
fraternity house of Sigma Tau Gam- 
ma fraternity at Stout state college. 
Two years ago the organization form- 
ed a house corporation to purchase ap- 
propriate living quarters. 

Renovation will include fireproofing 
the furnace room ceiling, closing off 
of several doors, and addition of cab- 
inets in the kitchen. Al] fraternity 
members are majoring in industrial 
arts at the college and will do most of 
the remodeling work themselves. 

If the volunteer remodeling goes ac- 
cording to schedule, the mansion will 
be ready for occupancy by fall. Mr. 
and Mrs. Richard Hogstad will then 
live in one section of the first floor 
and will serve as houseparents in ac- 
cordance with fraternity regulations. 
Mrs. Hogstad will cook two meals a 
day for the boys. 

No account of the Wilson mansion 
would be complete, however, without 
mention of Oscar Rogstad, caretaker 
of the house and grounds for 51 years, 
Oscar was early on the scene, having 
laid all the brick sidewalks and paths, 
using only bricks “made in Menomon- 
ie,” 

In the back yard was the -Wilson’s 
tulip garden. “There used to be 500 tu- 
lips there,” he recalls, “a beautiful 
sight when in bloom.” Pointing to a 
brick wall several] feet away he recalls, 
“That was a joint project of Mrs. Wil- 
son and Senator James H. Stout a long 
time ago.” Stout established what is 
now Stout state college, known for 
home economics and industrial arts 
throughout the world.

Although she doesn’t make her own 
clothes she dresses well enough to be 
named one of the 10 best dressed coeds 
at college last year. She estimates 
that her campus wardrobe costs about 
$100 a year to maintain. 


“I only had two formal dresses at 
college,” she recalls, “but I only went 
to two formal dances last year.” 

After this year as Alice in Dairy- 
land Nancy will return to colege. She 
is paying her own way and plans to 
teach after graduation, at least for 
two years.

admits, “but it will be nice to see the 
building lighted up again.”

Oscar’s pride and joy is still the 50 
by 40 foot horse barn which—though 
now deserted—was at one time a Me- 
nomonie landmark. “The stables were 
once higher than the house,” he claims, 
“and provided quarters for five of the 
finest thoroughbred horses anywhere 
around. The horse barn even had a 
ramp in it so we could take the ani- 
mals to the upper floor for riding gear 
or hitching to the buggies without 
ever going outside.” The third floor of 
the barn contained enough hay and 
straw to feed the horses for a year. 

The fraternity boys plan to use the 
garage for their cars until they are fi- 
nancially able to remodel it into addi- 
tional] living quarters.

PLANS FOR GIRLS’ DORM 


COMPLETE, LONG RANGE CONSTRUCTION BEGUN 


The more than a million dollars _ of @—£{_—MTHW_——__—______ 


new buildings under construction at 
Stout state college this fall represents 
only part of the comprehensive pro- 
gram of building and renovation be- 
ing undertaken by the college, reports 
Dr. Verne C. Fryklund, Stout presi- 
‘dent. 

Two wings to the residence hall for 
women, to cost $600,000 and house 200 
coeds, are now underway. The former 
Tainter Annex, a reconverted carriage 
house which served for 50 years as a 
dormitory, is being razed. Bids on a 
new $525,000 student union are to be 
let sometime in October. 

Dr. Fryklund, however, points out 
that two buildings will be entirely 
paid for by students attending the col- 
lege and not come from tax funds. It 
is the present policy of the state of 
Wisconsin to finance student unions 
and dormitories on a long term basis 
and entirely from an allocated portion 
of student fees. College buildings of an 
entirely educational nature, such as 
classrooms or shops, will still be con- 
structed with state-appropriated funds. 

Work is in progress on the north 

unit of the addition to the residence 
hall, with the south unit to be begun 
when Tainter Annex has been com- 
pletely dismantled. Each unit will con- 
tain three floors, but the overall 
height of each will be less than that of 
the present residence hall. 
‘ In addition to room accomodations, 
a lounge will be provided in each wing. 
Food service for all units will be han- 
dled in the present facilities. 

Location of the new Stout student 
‘union will be directly behind Stout’s 
present physical education building, 
between that structure and the college 
library. Access to the union will be 
possible from three sides, with a ser- 
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AND STUDENT UNION 


vice entrance located on the east. 

Because of the 120 x 100 foot di- 
mensions of the new union and the 
requirement of a service entrance, it 
will be necessary to raze immediate- 
ly the wooden farm-shop building of 
the Dunn County Agricultural School. 

The union will also occupy the pres- 
ent playground area of Stout’s nursery 
school, necessitating eventual removal 
of the college-owned Ingram house 
next to the physical education build- 
ing. The playground will then be relo- 
cated on a portion of the Ingram lot, 
the remainder of the land being used 
as a walkway to the union. 

The exterior of the union building 
will be of brick and masonry panels, 
enhanced by the use of much glass and 


aluminum. On the first floor will be}- 


a snack area, game room, hobby room, 
reading and telvision viewing area, 
plus space for a checkroom and for 
equipment maintenance. 

Such facilities are in keeping with 
practices of universities throughout the 
nation in that a union building is a stu- 
dent’s “home away from home.” The 
union therefore offers to him, under 
campus supervision, many recreation- 
al opportunities and also certain con- 
veniences which he would have in his 
own home. 

A large part of the union’s second 
floor will be devoted to a spacious 
area equipped both as a ballroom and 


a center for use by large gatherings. 
Conference rooms, office space and ad- 
ditional lounges are also planned. 

An addition to the Stout campus 
which is all ready for use is a second 
home management house, made pos- 
sible by conversion of the former col- 
lege infirmary. The new home man- 
agement unit, located adjacent to the 
original heuse, provides sparkling new 
facilities in which Stout coeds will 
learn homemaking skills during their 
six weeks residence there.

The student convocation for Wednes- 
day, October 16, will present Mr. Carl 
Mose, an American sculptor. His pro- 
gram will include slides of modern and 
ancient sculpture and a demonstration 
of modelling. 

Mr. Mose was born in Copenhagen, 
Denmark, but has lived most of his 
life in this country. He studied sculp- 
ture at the Art institute, Chicago, the 
Art, stndonts’ leseue and Beanx-Arts 
academy, New York, and has traveled 
for many years. He has been active in 
the Army information and educational 
Program in Guam, Saipan, and the Ha- 
Waiian Islands. 

Usually Mr. Mose models the head 
of a person chosen from the audience. 

orking with his tools and clay, he 
demonstrates his method of modeling 
and explains his procedure as he 
Works. ft is said that he has a vepu- 
tation as a humorist as well as a sculp- 
tor.

“noured” in plaster or metal; at other 
times the pieces may be fired in a kiln 
and finished as ceramic sculpture.

COLLEGE AN ECONOMIC 
ASSET TO MENOMONIE 


How does Stout state colege fit into 
the economic picture of Menomonie? 

The opening of every college year is 
readily apparent because of the mul- 
titudes of young people who come to 
live in the community, the write ups 
of new faculty appointments which 
appear in the newspaper, and the 
widespread discussion of college build- 
ings under construction and in the 
planning stage. But what is the actual 
financial consequence of this educat- 
ional enterprise which operates in our 
midst? Here in precise, objective fig- 
ures is the financial impact of Stout 
state college on Menomonie and the 
surrounding area: 

The college now operates on a year- 
ly budget of $1,260,274.00 exclusive of 
building projects. The annual Stout 
payroll is $803,844, of which $558,350 
goes to 77 faculty members and 
$245,494 to 70 civil service employees. 
Most of these people, in turn, live and 
buy in Menomonie. For instance, 36 of 
51 male faculty members own their 
own homes, paying taxes and sharing 
in all community endeavors. 

Also part of the 1% million dollar 
annual budget is $156,300 for mater- 
ials, services and expense, as well as 
$45,000 for capital outlay and repairs. 
The bulk of this money is also spent 
right here in the community. 

Included in the budget is $287,365 in 
“self-sustaining” activities, such as 
dormitory operation and_ student 
functions, which pay for themselves. 
A large part of this money too is spent 
locally, as are the wages of from 200 
to 300 students who are hired annually 
by Stout for varying kinds and 
amounts of part-time work. 

Perhaps the best evidence of the 
growth of Stout state college and its 
economic role in the community is a 
comparison of the value of its physical 
plant. In 1911, when the heirs of 
James H. Stout deeded the college to 
the State of Wisconsin, the entire en- 
terprise was valued at only about 
$500,000. This year alone, the college 
will add $511,000 in dormitory add- 
itions and a $525,000 student union, 
both structures to be paid on a long 
term basis from students fees, not tax 
funds, 

Perhaps more difficult to gauge 
accurately is the expenditure in the 
community by the nearly 1200 stu- 
dents who attend Stout. The schedule 
of charges now in effect for students 
is as follows:

Drink! Drive! Die! 


La Petite Galerie in room 221 of 
Harvey hall is now holding some of 
the treasures of the Inca and pre-Inca 
civilization. This is the oldest civili- 
zation of the Americas and it is the 
greatest ever to be reached anywhere 
without the use of the wheel. 

In the display case is the original 
jewelry designed and created by Miss 
G. Laffi, an internationally famous 
Peruvian artist and craftsman. In- 
spired by the style of the pre-Inca 
Indians, Miss Laffi used actual stones 
from jewelry found in Indian tombs 
and on Indian mummies. 


Also displayed are textiles, two of 
which date before the time of Christ. 
In fact, everything in the gallery dates 
back to the Incan empire period or 
before, although these same hand dy- 
ed and woven ponchas are still worn 
by today’s Indians of the Andes. 

La Petite Galerie leads into Studio 
211, where we find a modern Indian 
festival dress. The influence of the 
modern age is shown by the fact that 
chemical dyes are used and the braid 
is sewn on by machine. 


The belt featured in the back of the 
studio is the only exhibit not from 
Peru. This is the hand woven belt of 


Mexican design which was brought 
back by Dr. Lorna Lengfeld, who 


spent her summer at school in Mex- 
ico. 

The rest of these art creations were 
obtained from the Indians in all parts 
of this mysterious and enchanting land 
or from Miss Laffi. 

Except for the stones used in the 
bracelet, the jewels were taken from 
ancient Indian necklaces and were 
chosen either by Miss Laffi or by Miss 
Mary Williams of the Related Art De- 
partment, who spent most of the sum- 
mer in Peru. Most of the textiles be- 
long to Professor Helen Annen of the 
University of Wisconsin’s Art Depart- 
ment, who toured Peru several years 
ago. It is to these people that we owe 
our thanks for making such a beauti- 
ful display possible.

For 20 meals per week served 
in a dormitory, the per semester cost 
is an additional $210. Students room- 
ing where meals are not available 
must, of course, eat in commerical bus- 
iness establishments of the city. 
; But none of the preceeding figures 
include clothing, incidentals, non- col- 
lege entertainment or transportation 
of the nearly 1200 students, thus even 
a curious glance into Menomonie 
stores, especially any Friday evening 
or Saturday, will reveal without ques- 
tion that Stout students “shop” here 
and spend much of their “non-educa- 
tional funds” in Menomonie business 
establishments. 

Summer school, too, is a definite 
factor in the economy of this com- 
munity. Stout has now lengthened its 
summer offerings to nine weeks: a one 
week pre-session, six weeks regular 
session, and two weeks, post session. 
This past summer, 756 persons were 
enrolled for summer courses. They, 
too, spent considerable money for local 
goods and services, as did the 40 reg- 
ular faculty members and five visiting 
teachers. 

Relatives and friends who visit stu- 
dents at any time, the many seminars, 
workshops and conferences, and col- 
lege extra-curricular activities all 
mean additional people spending 
money in this community. 

Another value of Stout state college 
to this area, but one which is also diff- 
icult to estimate in exact dollars and 
cents, is the role of the college in 
training Menomonie high school girls

and boys in home economics or indust- 
rial arts. 

For instance, two Stout laboratories 
are especially equipped for, and are 
used entirely by, students in high 
school home economics classes. Stout 
also provides over-all guidance in the 
teaching of all high school classes sch- 
eduled in these laboratories. Approx- 
imately 300 Menomonie high school 
girls benefit yearly from this cooper- 
ative arrangement with Stout 

Annually, about 325 boys of Men- 
omonie high school receive their in- 
dustrial arts training using Stout fac- 
ilities. They are taught by cadet teach- 
ers attending the college, supervised 
by 14 men of Stout’s industrial edu- 
cation faculty. For this program, 22 
classes are conducted in 15 Stout 
shops. Stout also furnishes up to 32 
cadet teachers for the high school 
driver education program, although 
the high school provides the supervis- 
ion, equipment and cars. 


Some time ago, a president of the 
Menomonie Chamber of Commerce 
stated publicly that “Stout state 
college is Menomonie’s biggest bus- 
iness.” Whether or not it is the “big- 
gest” enterprise in Menomonie, the 
personnel affiliated with Stout and 
many local business men too believe 
that the college is of definite financial 
significance to the community, as well 
as being of importance educationally 
and culturally to all our citizens.

FIELD TRIP INSURANCE Miss JEANNE 


REQUIRED BY COLLEGE 


Stout State college is stressing the 
requirement that all students and fac- 
ulty members participating in college 
field trips be adequately covered with 
liability insurance in case of accident 
to themselves or to persons in their 
charge. 

This requirement may be met in any 
one of three ways: Use of an insured 
bonded carrier to transport the group, 
provision of individual insurance cov- 
erage on each person for a specific 
trip, or assurance that any private ve- 
hicle used on such a trip carries ade- 
puate liability insurance to cover all 
pasengers. 

To remind all persons of the neces- 
sity of such liability coverage, the fol- 
lowing memorandum was circulated 
on September 26 by college officials. 


Whenever feasible, the transporta- 
tion for every college-sponsored field 
trip should be arranged in regularly 
bonded carrier vehicles (Such as char- 
tered buses). 

However, if any faculty member us- 
es his own car or authorizes the use 
of a student car, it is essential that 
both the faculty member and the busi- 
ness office know that adequate insur- 
ance coverage is provided for all per- 
sons participating in the field trip. 
Trip insurance is available on an indi- 
vidual basis through the Northwestern 
railway company. The rate for this in- 
surance has been nominal: 25¢ per day 
per individual. 

“It is therefore exceedingly impor- 
tant that all trips involving Stout state 
college in any way every vehicle trans- 
porting any staff members or students 
carry adequate insurance coverage. 
Absolutely no trips of this nature are 
to be made unless such coverage is pro- 
vided.”

PLANS ARE BEING MADE 
FOR BUILDING OF UNION 


The new student union, to be locat- 
ed between the gym and the library, is 
still in the drawing stage. Larson and 
Playter, architects, from Eau Claire, 
have made preliminary drawings, (not 
construction blueprints) which are 
now in the hands of the Federal Agen- 
cy for approval. 

As soon as the Federal Agency ap- 
proves of the preliminary plans, work- 
ing drawings will be made up and bids 
will be let. The engineers estimate for 
the total job is $525,000 for building 
and equipment. Actual construction 
will probably start next spring. 

Five test borings have been made to 
a depth of approximately 30 feet. Un- 
der a foot or two of top soil lies mostly 
sand with some gravel. No rock is an- 
ticipated. At the -2 to -23 foot level 
the water table is encountered. This 
should be low enough so that piling 
will not be necessary. The library, be- 
ing at a lower elevation, was built on 
piling as that area at one time was all 
swamp. 


STOUT INSTRUCTORS TO 
SPEAK AT RED WING 


Two members of the industrial edu- 
ation faculty of Stout state college, Dr. 
David Barnard, head of the college 
audio-visual center, and Paul Axelson, 
instructor in graphic arts, will speak 
and conduct demonstrations for the in- 
dustrial arts section of the Southeast- 
ern Minnesota education association 
meting, to be held Friday, October 18, 
in Red Wing.

CRICHTON, GRAD 
OF ‘37, KILLED 


The many student friends and fac- 
ulty acquaintances of Miss Jeanne 
Crichton, bachelor of science graduate 
from Stout state college in 1957, will 
be saddened to learn of her death in a 
car crash north of Fond du Lac on 
Wednesday evening, October 16. 

The fatal accident was the worst 
such crash in the history of Green

Lake county, five persons being killed. 
Dead, in addition to Miss Crichton, 
are the driver of the other car and 
three of the six Markeson high school 
students riding with Miss Crichton. 
The three other students are badly in- 
jured. 

Miss Crichton, who this year was 
teaching home economics in the Mark- 
esan high school, was transporting the 
six students home from a roller skat- 
ing party which had been sponsored by 
a church organization. The accident 
occurred in a heavy rainstorm. 

Jeanne Crichton came to Stout in 
1953 as a graduate of Whitewater high 
school. She was an excellent student in 
spite of the time which she had to de- 
vote to jobs which paid all the cost of 
her college education. Nevertheless 
she found time to be an active member 
and secretary ofthe United Student 
Fellowship and the YWCA and also a 
member of the Home Economies club. 

During each summer, Jeanne also 
worked to provide money for college 
expenses. She was employed by the 
Whitewater Sportswear co. and an- 
other summer directed high school 
students in food management for the 
Wesley Woods Methodist youth camp.

The 6,450 enrollment of 1952 has 
mushroomed to well over 12,000 on the 
10 campuses this fall.

Today every college, 
except the institute of technology at 
Platteville, has exceeded 1,000 students 
in size. The colleges at La Crosse and 
Oshkosh are well over 1,500. 

“We have added the equivalent of a 
new college every year since 1952,” 
says college director Eugene R. Mc- 
Phee. “And all this is happening with 
very little increase in the available 
number of high school graduates.” 


Problems too have almost doubled 
since 1952. Although 18 new dormitor- 
ies and seven new academic buildings 
have been added there is still a short- 
age of space. Nine more academic 
buildings are in the planning stages 
and construction will soon begin on 
student unions on each campus. 


Qualified teachers have been added 
almost as fast as the college presi- 
dents can find’ them. The 1952 total 
faculty was 560. This fall there are 
775 teachers. 

“We are facing problems we were- 
n’t supposed to have until 1965,” says 
Director McPhee. “The future -has 
come without warning, a decade too 
early.”

TEACHER EXAMINATIONS 
WILL BE FEBRUARY 15 


The National teacher examinations, 
prepared and administered annually by 
Educational testing service, will be 
given at 250 testing centers through- 
out the United States on Saturday, 
February 15, 1958. 


At the one-day testing session a can- 
didate may take the Common examin- 
ations, which include tests in Profes- 
sonal information, general culture, 
English expression, and Non-verbal 
reasoning; and one or two of eleven 
optional examinations designed to: de- 
monstrate mastery of subject matter 
to be taught. The college which a can- 
didate is attending, or the school 
system in which he is seeking employ- 
ment, will advise him whether he 
should take the national teacher 
examinations and which of the optional 
examinations to select. 


A bulletin of information (in which 
an application is inserted) describing 
registration procedure and containing 
sample test questions may be obtained 
from college officials, school superin- 
tendents, or directly from the Nation- 
al teacher examinations, Educational 
testing service, 20 Nassau _ street, 
Princeton, New, Jersey. Completed ap- 
plications, accompanied by proper ex- 
amination fees, will be accepted by the 
ETS office during November and De- 
cember, and in January so long as they 
are received before January 17, 1958.

STOUT GRADUATES PAID 
MORE, STATES BELISLE 


The peculiar population situation 
now prevalent in the United States is 
reflected in the salaries currently be- 
ing paid graduates of Stout state col- 
lege and in the number of job oppor- 
tunities for such graduates, according 
to a recent report by Frank J. Belisle, 
placement chairman and registrar of 
the college. 

This situation was also descrised to 
the Coordinating committee for high- 
er education in Wisconsin by vice- 
president J. Kenneth Litt'e of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, who told the 
committee that the nation at present 
has a very small comparative popula- 
tion cf young persons in the age group 
i8 24. 

The result, Dv. Little pointed out, is 
a national] shortage of trained person- 
sal nf every description, not just those 
in the greatly publicized areas of 
sctience and engineering. Therefore, 
enchins, home economics, dietetics, 
rdustrial technolorty and all endeav- 

vs ~evuirine trained personnel are ex- 
~evienc'n~ this acute shortage. 

That shortaze is evidenced by the 
fact that for the 1956-57 college year, 
Stout processed 386 job opportunities 
for only 62 available home economics 
education graduates. Another 602 calls 
were received for 132 Stout male grad- 
uates in industrial education. 

This serious imbalance of short sup- 
ply to great demand is also reflected 
in the constantiy rising salary sched- 
ule for teachers in Stout’s areas of 
specialization. For instance, bachelor 
of science graduates in home econom- 
ics education in 1956-57 averaged 
$3928.57 for a beginning job, compar- 
ed with $3676 a year earlier. A mas- 
| ter’s degree raised that salary an ad- 
ditional $225. 

Men entering the industrial educa- 
tion field with a bachelor of sciez:ce 
degree from Stout received an average 
of $4273.88 in 1956-57, compared to 
$4004 a year before. The master’s de 
gree meant an average of nearly $400. 

In addition to the shortage of teach- 
ers, Belisle points out that Stout grad- 
uates are also being sought by busi- 
ness and industry. Constant pressure 
of the rising cost of living is also a 


| significant consideration, he has found, 
;especially as the limited number of 


available graduates pick and choose 
among the many opportunities avail- 
able to them. 


“And perhaps the most important 
element in the situation hasn’t come to 
pass,” Belisle warns. “The full impact 
of incrtased enrollment of pupils in 
Wisconsin high schools hasn’t occurred 
as yet. When that happens, then the 
strain will really be felt.”

Last year’s squad posted victories 
over conference teams Superior, twice, 
La Crosse, Whitewater, and Stevens 
Point.

E. B. Fred of the University of Wis- 
consin, delegates will hear addresses 
by Dr. Douglas Knight, of Lawrence 
College, and Miss Catherine Cleary, 
of the President’s Committee on Ed- 
ucation Beyond the High School. 

Dr. Robert Steel of Carroll college 
will preside over the afternoon ses- 
sion, at which the speakers will be Dr. 
Eugene Kleinpall of River Falls state 
college, and Dr. Miller Upton of 
Beloit college. 


GOV. BOARD DISCUSSES 
STOUTONIA BUDGET 


Tuesday evening a regular meeting 
of the governing board was called to 
order by vice-president, Ralph Stev- 
ens. 

A franchise was granted to the Wes- 
ley fellowship for the selling of mono- 
gramed tooth brushes.

The Stoutonia is being printed in a 
formal, out-moded typographical style 
at the present time, according to na- 
tional rankings by the Associated Col- 
legiate press. A “new look” for the 
Stoutonia was suggested and discuss- 
ed. An accounting system to trace 
Stoutonia expenses in a more exacting 
manner was suggested by Mr. Why- 
dotski, Stoutonia advisor. 

Mr. Whydotski also suggested that a 
new award system be set up by the 
S.S.A. which would grant awards to 
those students who made outstanding 
contributions to student life during the 
year. Such a system would eliminate 
small yearly awards presently being 
given by individual] groups. A com- 
mittee was appointed to investigate 
the matter. 

A volume of “Who’s Who in Amer- 
ican Colleges qnd Universities” is go- 
ing to be purchased by the governing 
board each year and will be placed in 
the library in hopes of arousing more 
interest in obtaining the honor.

INSTRUCTOR OBSERVES 
‘SPUTNIK’ THURSDAY 


Dick G. Klatt, an instructor in the 
Metals department of Stout state col- 
lege, observed the Russian satallite 
Sputnik II, Wednesday morning at 
5:47 a.m. 

Dick received the Sputnik II time 
table over KSTP and got up early 
Wednesday and went to an open field 
near his home where he had an unob- 
structed view of the sky. Only one 
cloud in the sky, and that covered the 
moon. The first thing he saw was a, 
meteor in the North. Then as his gaze 
swept to the Southwest he saw Sput- 
nik II coming up over the horizon at 
5:47—right on schedule. It was unmis- 
takably “IT.” 

“Brighter than any star in the Big 
Dipper,” said Dick. “It was visable to 
the naked eye for approximately sev- 
en to eight minutes, and would grow 
dim, then bright, then dim.. . .but vis- 
able at all times. It traveled from 
Southwest to Northeast and was about 
60 degrees at its zenith.” (The bright- 
ening and dimming, scientists say, is 
due to its turning over, end for end.) 

Dick highly recommends getting up 
to see it. “It’s hard to describe the 
feeling of seeing something like this, 
but you know what it is when you do 
see it. I plan to get up any time, day or 
night, when it goes over.” The next 
scheduled time in this area will be 5:47 
Sunday morning.

BOUND’ OPENS HERE THURSDAY NIGHT AT 8 


“It is a deeply impressive play ho, 


all-engrossing characters and the ac- 
centuation of the mysterious hovering 
over it like a mist,” wrote the critics 
concerning the intriging three act 
drama of “Outward Bound,” to be pre- 
sented by the Manual Arts Players, 
November 21, 22, and 23, in Harvey 
hall auditorium at 8 p.m.

There are three hurdles the high 
school student must clear to enter one 
of the 10 state colleges of Wiscorisin. 
-~ (1) He must graduate from high 
school in the-upper three-fourths. of 
his class. (2) He must have a. rec- 
ommendation by his high school princ- 
ipal; (3) He must .have studied for 
a little more than half of his time in 
high school in three or more of the 
fields of English, foreign language, 
mathematics, history, or science. 

The three hurdles are not on the 
academie track as obstacles only. Each 
has a reason. — 

Successful completion of high at 
is the best predictor of college suc- 
cess. The better a student does in high 
school t he. better his chances are of 
making a success of college. The op- 
-posit-is, unfortunately, also true. 

The high school principal who has 
watched the student’s progress over 
a four-year course of study is best 
qualified to recommend or refuse him 
a chance to run a similar four-year 
course in college. ~~ 

And the five academic fields pro- 
vide a high school course which most 
nearly resembles the college track on 
which t he- student must run. If he 
made satisfactory progress in these 
areas in high-school, then he will prob- 
ably be able to advance in college. 

Two questions keep popping up as 
college enrollments swell to double 
and triple their “normal” size. Will 
more hurdles be added t-o limit en- 
rollement?° Will the present hurdles 
be raised to limit the number of 
students able to clear them? 

“The answer to both questions is, 
“no.” The state colleges are not con- 
sidering. bigger and better hurdles to 
block Wisconsin students. 

There will be no academic walls 
built in Wisconsin to halt capable 
students in their race toward college 
graduation.

LOANS AVAILABLE FOR STATE STUDENTS 
UNDER WISCONSIN FINANCIAL PROGRAM 


Money is available for Stout state © 


college students who require a loan to 
complete all or a portion of their col- 
lege education, if they meet the re- 
quirements to borrow from the student 
loan fund of the state of Wisconsin. 


Yes, the state is now publicizing fhe 
fact that money can be obtained by 
needy resident students for payment 
of tuition, fees, and partial mainten- 
ance, not to exceed $200 per semes- 
ter or $1200 for the four year college 
curriculum. 

All loans are dependent upon the 
student’s financial need and academic 
ability. The financial situation of his 
parents is also considered in the pre- 
lending investigation. 

The technique of obtaining a student 
loan is this: Application for such mon- 
ey is made directly to Stout, which in 
turn judges the scholastic eligibility of 
the applicant and is responsible for 
recommending approval of the loan to 
the Wisconsin Department of Public 
Welfare. That department in turn ar- 
ranges for, or makes, an investigation 
of the student’s economic eligibi.ity 


It is worth noting, however, that un- 
married students who operate auto- 
mobiles while attending college will 
probably have serious difficulty qual- 
ifying for a student loan as long as 
they maintain a car. That regulation 
is applied less stringently to married 
students or to those who must com- 
mute to the campus. 

State-wide publicity on the availa- 
bility of student loan money was re- 
cently provided in a syndicated column 
written by Thomas J. Lucas, of the 


Wisconsin Division of Public Assis- 
tance. He gave the following interest- 
ing history and discussion of the loan 
program: 

Wisconsin has many “firsts” in pro- 
viding for the welfare of its citizens. 
The establishment of a student loan 
program in 1933 was another “first” 
among states. In fact, this program 
to help needy students who possess 
academic ability is still unique to this 
state. 

Original appropriations amounting 
to $510,000 have provided a fund from 
which loans amounting to over one 
million dollars ($1,023,414.91) have 
been made. Repayments on loans dur- 
ing this same period have amounted 
to $848,569.32 on principal and $136,- 
582.45 on interest. Losses or uncollec- 
table loans due to death of the borrow; 
er, bankruptcy, or other reasons have 
amounted to $33,793.35. This is less 
than one-fourth of the interest earned 
or about 3.25 per cent of the total dis- 
bursements. 

Many of these uncollectable accounts 
were pre-war students who lost their 
lives in World War II or the Korean 
conflict. 

During the war years very few 
loans were requested, and the student 
loan fund balance was steadily in- 
creasing due to repayments. The legis- 
lature felt that the unused portion of 
this fund could be put to better use, 
and in 1947 the fund was reduced by 
$400,000.

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EDUCATION IS 
NO BARGAIN IN 
HIGH CIRCLES 


There are very few bargains in 
higher education today. Here’s one— 
3,212 students enrolled in 118 college 
courses on 71 different “campuses” 
over Wisconsin at a cost to the state 
of nothing. 

The bargain has been forced on the 
state colleges by the demands of 
teachers, principals, and superintend- 
ents. They ask for a course to be of- 
fered in their community, provide a 
classroom, and pay a fee sufficient to 
cover travel, meals, and up to $350 for 
a college teacher. 

Eight Wisconsin state colleges pro- 
vide the 118 teachers for the 10-year- 
old extension program. This semester 
the college professors will travel 
131,400 miles to meet with their stu- 
dents. 

“The colleges’ extension program 
has grown up almost unnoticed,” says 
Eugene R. McPhee, director of the col- 
leges. “One out of every six of our 
teachers are involved in off-campus 
|travel and lecturing. They will travel 
a total mileage equal to five times 
around the world this semester.” 


Subjects include most of the college 
offerings with only technical labora- 
tory courses excluded. Literature, 
‘speech, psychology, history, philoso- 
phy, sociology, education, economics, 
geography, mathematics, music, and 
art are a few of the subjects offered. 
(Classes range in size from 12 to 73 
\students with an average size of 27. 

“We have many more requests for 
community classes than we can satis- 
fy,” says Director McPhee. “There are 
two heroes in the program, the stu- 
dents who come long distances after 
aday of work to study and learn, and 
our college faculty members who tray- 
elas far as 100 miles from home to of- 
fer the courses.” 

The growth of the state college ex- 
tension program has been tremendous. 
‘Ms year there are 1,000 more stu- 
dents than last year taking advantage 
of one of the few remaining educa- 
tional bargains.

For three whole 
weeks we felt quite lonely on the sea 
because for days on end we did not see 
any land, neither did we pass any oth- 
er ships. It just gave us the feeling 
that we were really all, all alone in a 
wide wide sea. 

On the 18th of September we reach- 
ed Manila in the Philippine Islands. 
Our ship stayed here for three days 
for they were unloading a lot of wheat 
flour here. Because of this we were 
able to go all around and see some of 
the interesting sights there. I went to 
a Catholic Church and saw an organ 
made only with Bamboo’s. It was done 
in the 19th century. All of us who saw 
it were quite fascinated by it. A man 
played the song “Ava Maria” on it, 
and the sound was just wonderful. I 
also visited the new war memorial 
cemetery where more than 25,000 Am- 
erican soldiers are buried. What fas- 
cinated me most was to see every state 
in the U.S.A. represented there. The 
graves all had crosses on them and 
no matter from what direction you 
looked it was still very straight. It is 
on a hill and is a very beautiful view. 

After Manila we stopped at two oth-

I shall never forget. Not a thing re- 
mained in place on board, and even 
passengers had to hold on to anything 
for dear life. All of us were hurt in 
some way or other but not too serious- 
ly. For three days we suffered, and 
when we got to Hong Kong we were 
glad to be alive to tell our tale of woe. 

When we got in, we heard that four 
ships had capsized but we saw only 
one that had been battered up against 
the rocks. This typhoon was one of the 
worst they’ve had for nine years and 
it not only caused a lot of damage to 
our ship but also the city of Hong 
Kong. 

Hong Kong was a very beautiful 
city and we found that it was worth 
while all the trouble we had in getting 
there. The city, like Duluth, Minnesota, 
is built on a hillside and at night it 
was like a beautiful jewel box with all 
the lights glittering. We stayed in 
Hong for three days and had a grand 
time sight seeing. Things here are 
very cheap. The city is neat and clean 
and people spoke English and were 
very nice to us. 

After leaving Hong Kong it was 
just plain sailing til we reached Singa- 
pore, but all the same, we talked and 
talked about our typhoon experience 
and relived it many times. At Singa- 
pore my father and cousins were there 
to meet me. It was just grand seeing 
them all again. We arrived in Singa- 
pore on the 29th of September, and we 
took the Tight train to Kuala Lumpur, 
my home town. I was very giad to be 
with my folks again, but unfortunately 
I had to resume duty in school on the 
2nd of October, so it really was hard 
to leave home again so soon. Home- 
coming was quite a grand affair. They 
had a prayer meeting and this was 
followed by a tea and it was attended 
by 32 of my close friends and relatives. 
It was a very enjoyable, but busy eve- 
ning. Thousands of questions were 
asked of me and of course I gave 
glowing accounts of you all and your 
beautiful country where I had spent a 
glorious year. 

Ever since I came back, I have been 
very busy. The principal of the school 
has just left for home in Missouri, and 
I have been collared to take her place 
at least til the end of the year. Thare

FRYKLUND, COLLEGE PRESIDENT, PRESIDES OVER 
44TH ANNUAL IA CONFERENCE IN CHICAGO 


Presiding over the 44th annual 
meeting of the Industrial Arts Confer- 
ence, which gathered recently in Chi- 
cago, was Dr. Verne C. Fryklund, 
president ‘of Stout state college here. 
Dr. Frykliind is permanent chairman 
of the comference, composed of 65 of 
the natior\’s leading industrial educa- 
tors. 

Those in attendance participated in 
five confsrence sessions, each devoted 
to current problems or practices in the 
field of industrial arts. With Nelson 
Hauer, of Louisiana state university 
as chag.nan, one session discussed the 
questisr, “Should the Objectives of In- 
dustri‘ Arts Teacher Education Be 
Broade: eq to Include Consideration of 
Industrig] Employment?” 


Chaitman Hauer stressed the fact 
that, al‘hough the bulk of present pub- 
licity stresses a shortage of engineers 


and Sciyntists in the United States, ac- 


tually ‘here is an acute need of trained 
Personne] of all kinds. The shortage of 
technitjans is especially great, Hauer 
pointeg out, indicating that between 
five t) seven such technically-trained 
pers°ns are needed for every one pro- 
sey. nal engineer. 

Another conclusion reached was 
that although it is not practical to ed- 
ucate simultaneously industrial arts 
teachers and industrial employees— 
because the industrial arts teacher is 
responsible for broader knowledge and 
experiences—the industrial arts edu- 
cation program has provided suffi- 
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+ 
ciently broad to train teachers and al- 
so aid persons entering industry. 

Also participating in that session 
were L. L. Gore, Peabody college for 
teachers, and Lawrence Secrest, 
Northern Illinois state college. 

Another conference session discuss- 
ed “Whether There Should Be A More 
Objective Approach to the Teaching of 
Design in Industrial Arts Teacher Ed- 
ucation.” Among conclusions reached 

vere these that industrial arts teach- 
er education needs an appropriate def- 
inition of design and that teachers 
should approach the design problem 
as it relates té industrial arts. 

Ralph Wenrich of the University of 
Michigan served as chairman, assisted 
by Robert Hardin of the University of 
Oklahoma and Welcome Wright of 
East Texas state college. 

“The History and Development of 
the Industrial Arts Conference” was 
traced by John J. Metz, editor of ‘In- 
dustrial Arts and Vocational Educa- 
tion” magazine; Arthur Mays, former- 
ly of the University of Dlinois; and 
Tom Diamond, of “School Shop” mag- 
azine. 

A fourth conference session was de- 
voted to “Knowledge a School Admin- 
istrator Needs to Supervise Intelli- 
gently the Work of His Industrial Arts 
Teacher.” A panel of industrial edu- 
cators suggested that a superintendent 
understand the philosophy and objec- 
tives of industrial arts and that proper 
equipment, class size and teaching 
load be provided.

HEAD FOR OTHER FIELDS SAYS NEA 


A beginning deterioration in the 
quality of college teaching staffs— 
with science bearing the major brunt 
—was reported in a new study releas- 
ed here today by the National Edu- 
cation Association. 

Fewer and fewer of the new doc- 
tor’s degree graduates have been join- 
ing the teaching ranks in colleges and 
universities during the past four 
years, according to a nationwide study 
made by the NEA Research Division. 
During the past year (1956-57) only 
23.5 per cent of all new full-time col- 
lege teachers held the Ph.D degree. 
Four years ago, 31.4 per cent of the 
new teaching crop were Ph.D’s. 

The production of Ph.D’s is four 
times greater than it was 10 years 
ago, the study shows. But these new 
graduates are turning their backs. on 
teaching and heading for jobs in indus- 
try. 

Science teaching is hardest hit. 
Three of every: four. new Ph.D’s in 
chemistry who take new jobs upon 
graduation go outside education’s en- 
virons. Three of every five new Ph.D’s 
in physics and the other physical sci- 
ences take the same path. 

William G. Carr, executive secre- 
tary of NEA, expressed concern over 
the trend revealed in the study. “Col- 
leges and universities,” he said, “do 
not now have the resources to do the 
job the nation expects of them. If they 
! continue to be priced out of the mar- 
| Ket, the quality of the educational ser- 
vice they render will deteriorate at the 
| very moment it should be further 
strengthened. 

“On many campuses, the only course 
open will be to lower standards and 
thus concede the necessity of accept- 
ing a lower quality of teaching per- 
formance.” 

In all fields, one of every three new 
Ph.D’s by-passes tezching for another 
career. 

“This means that colleges take sec- 
ond-best when they recruit new teach- 
CHE ory Nae Wace ose une aoa sexes 
ers,” said Ray C. Maul, author of the 
study and NEA assistant research di- 
rector. 

The number of new full-time college 
faculty members without even a mas- 
ter’s degree is increasing. Four years 
ago the minus master’s degree group 
comprised 18 per cent of the total. In 
1956-57, this figure had climbed to ov- 
er 23 per cent. 

Every one of the 22 fields studied 
except one showed an increase in the 
percentage of new teachers at the bot- 
tom of the scale and a decrease in the 
percentage of new top level teachers. 
More than half (54.7 per cent) of new 
teachers of engineering started their

than a master’s degree. The other sci- 
ence fields also report new teachers 
who do not reach the master’s degree 
level. 


In all fields combined, educational 
service did claim about 57 per cent of 
1955 and 1956 Ph.D’s who entered new 
occupations. But almost 42 per cent 
turned to other careers. (Two of every 
five of all new Ph.D‘s continue in the 
jobs they had before receiving doctor- 
ates, and therefore cannot be counted 
as new teaching resources. 

But almost 88 per cent of the col- 
leges and universities cite a serious 
shortage of qualified teachers. 


“Despite the fact that the colleges 
need teachers, tapping some resourc- 
es of supply will inevitably lead to 
trouble elsewhere,” said Dr. Maul. Al- 
most 14 per cent of all new full-time 
college teachers for the last two years 
came directly to the colleges from high 
school positions where teachers can 
hardly afford to be lost. 

The study discusses three possible 
sources of better educated college 
teachers: (1) more encouragement to 
women to pursue graduate study, (2) 
the xdossibility of part-time teachers, 
(3)more opportunities for upgrading 
by teachers now in service. 

The study also investigates the sup- 
ply and demand of administrative per- 
sonnel in higher education.

Other activities include car 
washes, the Pre-Prom dinner, and a 
farewell get-together for the frat- 
ernity members at the end of the year. 

The prime purpose of the fraternity 
is to develop men who put honor and 
virtue above temporary gain and sup- 
erficial popularity; who find joy in 
life, pleasure in well organized conver- 
sation, tonic in intellectual struggle, 
and who have a helpfu regard for 
those immediately around them. 


LOAN FUNDS . . 

balance amounts to $230,590.04. This 
sum Will increase each year upon re- 
ceipt of interest accruals. The fund has 
never been completely depleted. There 
are 516 open accounts at present total- 
ing $159,271.78. As of July 1, 1957, the 
cash balance in the fund was $71,318.- 
26. 

Twenty-two colleges and two univer- 
sities qualify as schools through which 
loans may be made. During the past 
year fourteen of these colleges and 
both universities had students making 
loans. A total of one hundred twenty- 
nine needy students were granted 
loans for this period. Since the incep- 
tio of the fund in 1933, a total of 9,300 
needy students have been granted 
loans. 

Loans are non-interest bearing dur- 
ing the period in which the student is 
enrolled for residence work, including 
any intermediate regular vacation per- 
iod. Interest at the rate of 4 per cent 
per annum is payable on loans for any 
school period during which the student 
is not attending school. Notes executed 
for each loan made mature two years 
subsequent to the date of last attend- 
ance. 

Rules and regulations governing the 
fund have changed very little since 
1933. The interest rate was lower from 
5 per cent to 4 per cent in 1947; the 
maximum for fees and maintenance 
was increased in amount in i951, and 
the program today has been liberalized 
in accordance with present-day stand- 
ards and economic conditions. 

Recent legislation which passed both 
houses but has not yet been enacted 
into law would provide for endorse- 
ment and recommendation by the high 
school principal on applications of col- 
lege freshmen. Heretofore, applica- 
tions were recommended by the college 
or university only.

Why should it be that the first snow of winter and the first cold wave should 
be accompanied by a rash of inexcusable accidents! Most of us have lived in Wis- 
consin long enough to have experienced the hazards of winter driving. Yet too 
many of us, it seems, have to learn all over again each year. 

So the basic winter safetly rules are worth repeating. 

Reduce your speed and follow at a greater distance. With regular tires, it takes 
from 3 to 12 times as far to stop on snow and ice as on dry pavements. On “warm” 
ice, just below the freezing point, braking distance is twice as great as on ice 
when the temperature is zero because the film of water formed by tire friction 
acts as a lubricant. 

Pump your brakes to slow down or stop. Jamming brakes on can lock the 
wheels and throw you into a skid. Get the “feel’’ of the road by trying brakes 
while driving slowly and away from traffic. 

Keep windshield and rear window-in fact, all windows-clear of snow, ice and 
fog and frost. Be sure your windshield wipers will clean, not smear. You have 
to see danger to avoid it. 

Be sure your tires have good tread. Snow tires improve traction, but do not 
count on them for quick starts or quick stops on either snow or ice. Reinforced 
tire chains are still your best form of protection.

|DO STRAIN AND WORRY BOTHER YOU? 
TALKING THINGS OUT RELIEVES TENSIONS

Talking things out can go far to- 
ward ielieving the tensions which 
everyboly experiences. So writes Dr, 
George §. Stevenson in a National As- 
sociation for Mental Health booklet 
condensed in the November Reader’s 
Digest urder the title, “How to Deal 
With Yourr Tensions.” 

“When something worries you, don’t 
bottle it up,” says Dr. Stevenson, 
“Confide your worry to some leyel- 
headed person you can trust. . . Talk- 
ing things out helps to relieve your 
strain, helps you to see your worry 
in a clearer light, and often helps you 
to see what you can do about it. 

He also makes these suggestions: 

Escape for a while. Sometimes it 
helps to escape from a painful prob- 
lem: to lose yourself in a movie or a 
book or a game. But be prepared to 
come back and deal with your diffi- 
culty. 

Work off your anger. If you feel 
like lashing out at somebody, pitch 
into some physical activity instead 
and work the anger out of your system. 

Give in occasionally. If you do this, 
you’lll find others will yield too. The 
result will be relief and a feeling of 
satisfaction and maturity. 

Do something for others. You’ll find 
this will take the steam out of your 
worries and even better give you a 
warm feeling of having done well. 

Take one thing at a time. Pitch in- 
to a few of the most urgent tasks’ one 
at a time, setting aside the rest for 
the time being. 

Shun the superhuman urge. Don't 
try for perfection in everything. De- 
cide which things you do well, and 
put your major effort into these. 

Go easy with criticism. Some people 
expect too much of others, then feel 
let down when another person does't 
measure up. 

Schedule your recreation. It is de- 
sirable for almost everyone to have 4 
hobby that absorbs him in off hours— 
one into which he can throw himself 
completely and with pleasure, forget 
ting all about his work.

STUDENT POLL REVEALS 


AVERAGE COLLEGE COST 

The U. S. Office of Education has 
just finished asking 15,316 students 
from all over America what college is 
costing them. The answer: $2,000 a 
year at a private college and $1,500 a 
year at a public institution. 

That’s almost double what it cost 
in 1940. 

Some students from average-to-low 
income families have been priced out 
of a college education. But, generally, 
fathers who earn less than $5,000 do 
pretty well educationally for their 
youngsters. Sixty per cent of Amer- 
ican families in 1953 made less than 
$5,000 a year; 50 per cent of the col- 
lege students studied came from these 
average-to-low income families. 

Not until the family income reaches 
the $6,000 to $7,000 bracket does the 
national distribution equal the student 
distribution. From $7,000 on, the num- 
ber of students is proportionately lar- 
ger than the national distribution of 
such higher income families. Only one- 
half of one per cent of American fam- 
ilies had an income over $25,000 in 
1953, yet they sent almost three and 
one-half per cent of the student pop- 
ulation to college. 

The ten state colleges of Wiscon- 
sin have a price tag on education which 
is less than the national average. Aj

$2,000 a year and in public colleges 
about $1500. These are about double 
the figures of 1939-40 when private 
college students. had expenditures of 
$1,023 and-those at pubic institutions 
$747. Figures “include educational 
costs, (tuition, fees, books, instruction- 
al supplies, and*esuipment) and living 
recreation, entertainment, etc). The 
base yea? for the survey was 1952-53. 
‘Projections for 1957 have considered 
cost or living index and rise in tuition 
and other college fees. 


More than 15,000 students from 110 


colleges were included in the-random- 


sample for the survey conducted by 
Ernest V, Hollis.Two thirds of the new 
students worked, earning an ‘average 
of $486 a year. Half the women stu- 
dents were found to work, averaging 
$265. Ten per cent of the women came 
from families with annual incomes less 


than $3000. Such low-income -group. 


families devoted about one-fifth of 
their incomes to a child in college. The 
cost of living at college, rather than 


educational costs, makes-it— difficult. 
for low income families to finance at- 


tendance of a son or daughter at most 
colleges. On the average, families sup- 
plied 41 per cent of the college costs 
to students; 29 per cent came from the 
students’ own savings, and they earned 
17 per cent after entering college. 
Other sources were: scholarships 5 
per cent; veterans and rehabilitation 
programs 5 per cent; loans 1 per cent; 
and miscellaneous 2 per cent.

There was.a time When the normal 
schools of Wisconsin were primarily 
girls’ schools, Even as late as the turn 
of the century the -graduating class 
‘was feminine by more than two to one. 

But things have changed. , 


Today the state colleges enroll 
almost twice as many men as women 
and the-..1957 graduating class was 
male by a two-to-one ratio. In sucha 
man-domirated college world a coed 
can be lost or neglected. 

That must not happen. 

. The 4,363 girls who attend state c&i- 
leges are a highly select group. Nearly 
nine out of 10 are from-the_upper half 
of their high school graduating class. 
In this year’s freshman class only one 
girl out of every 50 comes from the 
lower fourth of her high schgol class- 
mates. 

The girls come to college with better 
records than their male classmates and 
they continue to be better students. 
One serious-hazard they face: matri- 
mony. By the time they are seniors 
they have,seen their. group dwindle to 


less than half its original size and col- . 


lege. officials name marrige as: a pri-— 


mary cause. 

This year eight out of 10 girls plan 
to be teachers. after graduation. They 
outnumber men in the elementary field 
six to-one; but as high school teachers 
they find themselves outnumbered one 
t6 three. 

In other professional courses the 
college girls are outnumbered six to 
one by males. In liberal arts the ratio 
is four to one in favor of males. - 

Only at Stout state college do the 
coeds almost equal the men in number.

‘What was it like ‘back then,” asks 
the child and the oldster’s eyes grow 
bright as he describes the good old 
days. 

This is what it was like, according 
to county school superintendents in the 
70's. 
~ School began the first of Septem- 
ber in Wisconsin and continued until 
Christmas week. After a two-week va- 
“cation school “kept” until the-spring 
“muddy time” which made another va- 
_|eation necessary until the roads dried. 

The country school house was often 
made of logs. Of the 10 new schools 
built in Polk county in 1874 and 1875, 
seven were of log construction. Farm- 
ers, blacksmiths, merchants, saddlers, 
and saloon keeps planned the- build- 
ings, according to the Grant. county 
superintendent, “any person except a 
schoo] teacher.” 

Buildings were reported in “good 
condition” by town clerks. The’ Mar- 
quette_county superintendent explain- 
ed what this meant. “It- means,” said 
he, “that three-fourths of the roof is 
rain proof; the floor is open to nothing 
larger than fats; the walls are- half 
covered with plaster, and not more 
than one-fourth of the windows are 
broken.” * 

“It is impossible to keep warm in 
several Juneau county schools,” said 
the superintendent, “because of too 
much ventilation.” It was “natural” 
ventilation, he explained, from floor 
and walls rather than from the one or 
two small windows, “Drinking water 
freezes in the pail by the stove and the 
teacher strains -his.eyes to read by 
holding a book close to one of the win- 

_| dows.”

STOUT SPONSORED ALL DAY CONFERENCE FOR 


DIRECTORS IN GUIDANCE 


FROM THREE STATES 


More than 500 experts in various 9 


phases of guidance met on the camp- 
us of Stout state college Thursday, 
January 9, for the all day meeting 
which Stout sponsored for guidance 
personnel from three states. 

Keynote speaker for the conference 
was Dr. Walter F. Johnson, professor 
of guidance at Michigan State univer- 
sity and president-elect of the Ameri- 
can Personnel and Guidance Associ- 
ation, inc. An additional 18 sectional 
meetings supplemented ‘the two ses- 
sivns at which Dr, Johnson spoke. 

The majority of persons in attend- 

ance came from a 200 mile radius of 
the college and included guidance per- 
sonnel, workers in the areas of men- 
tal health and rehabilitation, school 
administrators, teachers, county sup- 
erintendents and supervisors and sim- 
ilar professional persons. 
Some school systems closed entirely 
so that all staff members could attend 
the Stout conference as a professional 
in-service training activity. 

Following welcomes by Dr. Verne 
C. Fryklund, president of Stout state 
college, and by Dr. Ralph G. Iverson, 
director of student personnel services 
at Stout and conference chairman, del- 
egates heard Dr. Johnson’s keynote ad- 
dress, “Counseling That Counts.” 

“Use of Personality Tests in Coun- 
seling Students” was the topic of a 
roundtable at which presided John 
Hagman, principal of Menomonie high 
school. Eugene Oetting, of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin student counseling 
center, spoke. 

With Dr. R. W. Bardwell, director of 
the Madison Vocational and Adult 
School presiding, another panel des- 
cribed “Two Year Technica] Training 
Programs.”

Frago will give a brief description 
of his country. There will also be a 
display that evening of Nicaraguan 
handeraft and a number of larg??? 
photograhs taken in Frago’s home- 
land. 

Reading this article may give rise 
to some questions you would like to 
have answered, so a question and an- 
swer. period will follow for just this 
purpose. In addition, a few basic facts 
on Nicaragua are given below: 


Nicaragua is one of the five Cen-~ 


tral American countries. It has.a pop-' 


ulation of 1,224,450 and an area of 57,< 
145 square miles. Th. national. lan- 
guage is Spanish and the capital. is 
Managua. The climate of the country 
is predominately tropical. with an av- 
erage temperature of 78 degrees. 


Principal exports are coffee, cotton, 
gold, sesame seed, lumber, cotton 
seed, and rice. Main imports are tex- 
tiles, machinery, iron and stee] manu- 
factures, fuels and oils. Nicaragua is 
predominately an agricultural country 
with about 73% of its working popu- 
lation employed in farming. 

The Nicaraguan Constitution states 
that public education at all levels is a 
major concern of the state. All educa- 
tion is, therefore, under the supervis- 
ion of the Ministry of Education. The 
highly centralized educational system 
is divided into three catagories: pri- 
mary, 6 years; secondary, 6 years; 
and professonal. 

Nicaragua is an interesting coun- 
try. Why not learn more about it and 
its position in world affairs?

One-hundred science and mathemat- 
ics professors at the Wisconsin state 
colleges teach “because we like young 
people.” 

That was the answer nine out of 10 
of them gave in a survey conducted by 
the college Regents and reported in 
the Wisconsin Journal of Education 
this month. 

Not one of the 100 teacher-scientists 
remains on campus because of good 
salaries. Virtually all of them claim 
they could get more money in industry 
or research. 

“I selected teaching because I 
thought L.could do the most for society 
in such a position,” said a mathemat-_ 
ics professor. “Many times I doubt the 
wisdom of this choice. Most times I amg 
satisfied.”

_ Literally, Mardi Gras applies to’ 
Shrove Tuesday — the day before Ash 
Wednesday, which opens the: Lenten 
season. In fact, Mardi Gras means 
“Fat Tuesday.” Actually, however the 
term Mardi Gras is-popularly applied 
to the two weeks during which var- 
ious street parades and dances are 
held climaxing the Mardi Gras sea- 
son. 

Just when the European custom of 
celebrating Mardi Gras made its bow 
in New Orleans is shrouded in. mys- 
tery. One tale relates that as soon as 
the city was founded by Bienville an 
impromptu Mardi Gras celebraion was 
held by his men. It is a fact, however, 
that several years prior to the found- 
ing of the city, a party of French col- 
onizers headed by Iberville, camped 
on the Mississippi River thirty miles 


— its mouth. Noting that the‘ day 
was March 38, 1699, Mardi-Gras of that 
year, Iberville-recorded that the loca- 
cation was officially named “Point du 
Mardi Gras.”

Such celebrations took the form of 
ball and masquerade dances with, per- 
haps, some spontaneous street mask- 
ing. 

“For the first time, Mardi Gras is 
coming to Stout,” states Sheldon Sat- 
ter, of the Chi Lambda entertainment 
committee. “Athough it would be im- 
possible to completely carry over the

shop of the Trades building on the 
Stout campus. Soderberg is an asso-

With electrically-powered doors raised, the interior of the unique tool cab- 
inet in the hand woodworking department of Stout state college is revealed. 
Tools are racked according to type and each section is illuminated by recessed 
lighting. Above the cabinet are panels of different types of woods, a useful 
device to cover the mechanism operating the electric doors but even more valu- 
able as a visual aid to teach students the identification of various types of

and specialist in finishing at the 
college. 

Many visitors to the campus ask to 
be directed to this shop, where they 
can see the cabinet in actual opera- 
tion. Of course, the unique perform- 
ance of this cabinet has tempted many 
of those visitors to inquire about its 
construction and mechanism. 

The electrically controlled tool cabi- 
net, having six automatic overhead 
doors, is operated by a % horsepower, 
17.5 rpm Boston Rationmotor. This is 
a 1750 rpm motor, but is geared down 
within the motor itself, at a ratio of 
100 to 1, to 17.5 rpm. 

Limit control switches are provided 
to stop the up or down motion of the 
doors at a set time or position. It is 
also interesting to note that the six 
cabinet doors open or close simultane- 
ously in twelve seconds. 

The operating mechanism of this 
six-door tool cabinet consists of a %- 
inch by 20-foot cold rolled shaft, sup- 
ported by five self-aligning, adjust- 
able shaft supports. On the shaft 
above each door are two {17-inch 
“square” pulleys. Fastened to the 
square pulleys is a %-inch, 7-foot steel 
tape of the type used in a 50-foot 
measuring tape. This steel tape was 
secured from Lufkin Rule Co., Sagi- 
naw, Mich. 

The other ends of each pair of tapes 
are secured to a cabinet door. When 
the switch is thrown, the entire shaft 
and all of its pulleys roll up this tape,

RIVAL, EAU CLAIRE BLUGOLDS IN 84 - 71 LOSS 


Well, how do you state the story 
(the same old one) except to give the 
facts. “Just the facts and figures 
ma’am.” Anyway, that old axiom that 
the Stout. Bluedevils just can’t beat 
the Eau Claire Blugolds in basketball 
held true once again. Last Monday 
night, the locals lost their fourth con- 
ference game of the season by a count 
of 71 to 84. The loss marked the second 
one of the year to these same Blu- 
golds. 

The contest was also significant for 
Eau Claire in that it was the first 
league victory for them on their home 
court, and only the second one in total 
play at home: It was also one gained 
before an overflow crowd swelled by 
some 300 enthusiastic Stout rooters. 

A wobbly start and an inconsistent 
offense spelled doom for the visiting 
Bluedevils right from the first tip- 
off. Stout was able to forge only one 
small and unlasting lead at’ 20-to 19 
midway. through the first half.. After 
that, the Blugolds took complete com- 
mand of the situation. They went on to 
fashion. a nifty 42 to 30 halftime 
bulge. 

Poor passing and an amazing abili- 
ty to fail to connect on field goal at- 
tempts consistently brought ‘oh’s’ and 
‘alh’s’ from the Bluedevil fans in at- 
tendance. After the locals had closed 
the gap to six points shortly into the 
second half, opportunities to do so 
further were muffed by misguided 
passes and shots. The only factor that 
kept the game from becoming a com- 
plete rout was the sparkling play of 
guard Jann Peterson and center Bill 
Kindschy. Between the shooting of 
Peterson and the rebounding of Kind- 
schy the Bluedevils were able to hold 
the Blugolds down. 

High point man for the night was 
Eau Claire’s Jon Wensel with 28 mark- 
ers. His teammate Bob Morgan, netted 
16 to tie with Stout’s Brian Howard 
for second place honors. Peterson with 
15 and Moessner with 10 rounded out 
Stout’s scoring punch. The Bluedevils 
connected with 11 of 12 free throws 
while the hosts hit on 20 of 23. Stout

DICK ROSENQUIST CHOSEN TO RECEIVE 
FOUR YEAR PITMAN PRINTING SCHOLARSHIP 


Recipient of one of only six nation- 
wide four-year callege scholarships 
granted by the Harold M. Pitman 
Company to outstanding young print- 
ers who plan to obtain a college ed- 
ucation in that field is Richard Rosen- 
quist, now a freshman industrial tech- 
nology student majoring in graphic 
arts at Stout state college here. 

Rosenquist, a 1957 graduate from 
William Horlick high school in Racine, 
was chosen by an impartial national 
research organization, Educational 
Testing Service, on the basis of out- 
standing high school scholastic 
achievement, character, responsiibility 
and leadership , both in the classroom 
and in extracurricular projects. 

In his high school career, Richard 
completed three years of graphic arts 
training, during which he was also 
print shop forman. “The past two sum- 
mers I have also been employed as an 
apprentice by Lakeside Printing Comp- 
any in Racine,” Rosenquist explains 
enthusiastically, “so I’m beginning to 
follow, the family tradition of photo- 
engraving and lithographing.” 

Many of Richard’s relatives are at 
present engaged in some aspect of the 
printing industry. His father, for ins- 
tance, is president of Local 54 at the 
Western Printing and Lithographing 
company’s main plant in Racine and 
is very active in company activities. 
Branch offices of that company include 
plants in Beverly Hills, Calif.;Hanni- 
bal, Mo.; St. Louis, Mo.; Poughkeep- 
sie, N.Y.; and New York, N.Y.

acheivement warrants, will underwrite 
his four years of college education is 
the Harold M. Pitman Company of 
Chicago. In a letter to officials of 
Stout state college, Paul F. Schmidt, 
president of the Pitman Co., pointed 
out that Rosenquist’s award was made 
under the Second Annual Harold M. 
Pitman Scholarship Program for sons 
and Daughters of Photengravers and 
Lithographers. 


Distributors of a complete line of 
printing and graphic arts supplies, and 
specialists in plate making and offset 
supplies, the Pitman Company is well 
known in the graphic arts fields, hav- 
ing served printing industries for over 
fifty years. 

When asked what prompted his 
choosing Stout at which to use his 
valuable college scholarship, Richard 
lists two factors. One is Stout’s na- 
tional reputation in graphic arts ed- 
ucation. The other is the influence of 
two Stout alumni, his former high 
printing instructor, Peter Schellinger, 
a 1951 bachelor of science graduate, 
and Al Brown, who earned his bache- 
lor’s degree at Stout in 1956. Rosen- 
quist’s high school teacher of electri- 
city and machine shop.

Quota for the collection 
this year will be 150 pints rom Stout students. a 

The Red Cross blood program covers the entire blood needs of the citizens of 
Dunn county. It provides all hospitals with whole blood for major surgery and 
acaiident victems; plasma for burns and schock; serum albumin and other blood 
products for treatment of diseases. | 

Last year 83 students and 3 faculty members gave blood during the bloodmobile 
visit in this county. Known blood use by citizens in the Menomonie hospital was. 
304 pints of whole blood. Since blood products are ordered by hospitals in quan- 
tity, there is no available record of the number of pints used to manufacture 
these products. Based on state-wide use, figures indicate that benefits of the blood 
program far exceed the actual number of pints donated annually :in this county.

ON NEW GUINEA 


Colonel Arnold Maahs will present 
his new color film-lecture on “New 
Guinea, The Isle of Adventure” in the 
Stout state college auditorium on 
Wednesday, Feb. 26, at 9:30 a.m., as 
an assembly program. 

Colonel Maahs spent almost three 
years in New Guinea during World 
War II and returned there later to film 
the gamour and grandeur of the trop- 
ics. His film includes the pageantry of 
primitive society. Stone-age men, 
dressed in shelles, feathers, and paint- 
ed in brilliant colors perform their rit- 
ualistic dances in the Moka festival. 

The picture also records the work of 
the Christian missions in the far-off 
country, showing the work of the white 
man in evangelism, education, and 
medicine. 

At great risk Colonel Maahs filmed 
a trip to the cannibal country where 
natives wear human bones as part of 
their costume. The film is climaxed by 
the exciting “Festival of the Pig” for 
which the natives spend two years in 
preparation. They dress in Bird of Par- 
adise Pumes, paint themselves with 
brilliant colors, beat their kundas or

That is the prim- 
ary purpose: of the Stout state eol- 
lege Dietetic club, a professional org- 
anization for students majoring in 
dietetics or institutional management. 
A student majoring in either of these 
fields is eligible for membership in the 
club after she has completed three 
semesters of satisfactory work. The 
advisor of the club is Miss Mary Kil- 
lian, the Director of Food Service at 
Stout. 

The Dietetic club is very active pro- 
fessionally and socially. It is striving 
to gain recognition as an important 
club in its professional field, and as a 
club that has a definite place among 
Stout’s student organizations. 

Vocational tours during the 1957- 
58 school year have included two field 
trips to Minneapolis, Minnesota. The 
Betty Crocker kitchens, the University 
of Minnesota Hospital, and Dayton’s 
Food Service were among the places 
visited by the club members. These 
trips help to show the girls the vari- 
ous opportunities in the dietetic and 
institutional fields. 

Throught the year, the bi-monthly 
meetings of the Dietetic club feature 
interesting guest speakers in the field 
of dietetics. Well-known personalit- 
ies in related fields also address the 
group. Members enjoy planning and 
serving several dinners, including the 
pot-luck supper. 

The Dietetic club held its annual 
fruit cake sale early in December. 
The sale helps to promote the status 
of the club as a professional organiza- 
tion at Stout, and gives the club mem- 
bers valuable experience in large 
quantity cookery. The annual Christ- 
mas party was held in the Tainter 
hall classroom complete with Christ- 
mas tree and Santa Claus. 


In the past, the club has set aside 
one week as Nutrition Week, during 
which the club’s goal is to raise nut- 
ritional standards of the entire school. 
However, this year the club has de- 
cided to devote a week to another of 
its goals-that of acquainting students 
with the opportunities in dietetics as 
a profession. The Dietetic club’s week 
long campaign, named Food for 
Thought, will be held one week hence. 

To culminate the activities of the 
year, on Honors Day a _ medical 
dictionary will be presented to the 
outstanding senior dietetic major. The 
entire senior membership will be hon- 
ored at a recognition dinner held at 
one of the outstanding restaurants of 
the area. 

Upon graduation unlimited oppor- 
tunities are open to dietetic and in- 
stitutional management majors. Train- 
ing may be continued in a hospital or 
administrative internship or com- 
mercial traing program. The approved 
hospital internship leads to member- 
ship in the American Dietetic Associ- 
ation and qualifies the dietitian for 
work in clinical, experimental, hosp- 
ital, and many other areas. The res- 
taurant or commercial training pro- 
gram qualifies the graduate as a 
supervisor in a college; industrial, or 
commercial food service.

ST. PATS DAY HONORS 
FAMOUS IRISH SAINT 


March 17 has long been celebrated 
as the day of “the wearing of the 
green.” On that date, 493, St. Patrick 
the patron saint of Ireland, died. 


There are many legends about this 
man who at the age of 16 was carried 
off by pirates and sold into slavery in 
Ireland to be a swine herder in the 
country of Antrim. Here he passed 7 
years, during which he learned to 
speak Gaelic and became acquainted 
with the manners and customs of the 
people. Escaping from captivity to 
Britain, he was successively ordained 
deacon priest and bishop; then with 
the authority of Pope Celestine, he 
returned to Ireland to preach the Gos- 
pel to its then heathen inhabitants. 


A popular legend relates that the 
saint and his followers found them- 
selves on a mountain without a fire one 
very cold morning. Unheeding their 
complaints, Patrick told them to col 
lect a pile of ice and snow which he 
breathed on and it instantly beeam. a 
pleasant fire. 


The greatest of St. Patrick’s mira 
cles was that of driving the venommous 
reptiles, snakes, out of Ireland, and

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Subject of interest to all education 
majors were discussed at the Educa- 
tion Conference at Minneapolis on 
February 14-15. The following is a 
synopsis of some of these topics. 

Extra curricular activities have 
three main goals: to provide worthy 
use of leisure time, to develop leader- 
ship and fellowship, and to provide for 
indifferences. It is important to think 
of the quality of the activities one 
participates in, rather than the quant- 
ity and also to consider the benefits 
one may gain from belonging. At times 
one may actually be too organized and 
in too many activities. Will Rogers 
once said, “One half of the people are 
at conventions, the other half are at 
committee meetings. Who is left to do 
the individual work?” 

Extra curricular activities can be 
helpful for the students of lower I.Q.’s 
too. These students also need some- 
thing to excel in. 

Exceptional children are of four 
types: gifted, retarded, speech defect- 
ive, and physically handicapped. In 
home economics and industrial arts we 
are especially interested in the first 
two. We need to provide something for 
the retarded children as well as some- 
thing to keep the gifted children in 
these classes. 

Friday afternoon the speaker for the 
coffee break was Dr. Gordon Mork, 
President of the Minnesota Education 
Association and associate professor of 
education at the University of Minne- 
sota. He told about “Growing Profess- 
ional Among Teachers” and gave in- 
formation about the National Educa- 
tion Association. 

Saturday morning during the coffee 
break a group from the Minneapolis 
Chapter of the American Federation 
ef Teachers presented a panel on “The 
value of Teacher Unions”. They ex- 
plained their purposes and goals, and 
discussed the benefits that had been 
obtained for members of their organ- 
ization. They pointed out that members 
of the teacher union are mostly 
teachers, and not administrators. A 
series of questions from the floor con- 
cluded the coffee hour. 

Propective teachers in many fields 
were present at the conference. It was 
a valable experience to exchange ideas 
about education with them. 


DEAN KIRK ATTENDS 
HOME EC CONFERENCE 


Representing Stout state college at 
a recent national conference for the 
improvement of home economics ed- 
ucation programs was Dr. Alice J. 
Kirk, dean of the school of home econ- 
omics at Stout. The week-long meet-

Dr. Kirk participated in conference 
activities and heard such speakers as 
Lawrence G. Derthick, U.S. Commis- 
sioner of education. She also attended 
sectional meetings which explored 
such matters as provision of sufficient 
numbers of adequately-trained high 
school and college home economics 
teachers and research workers.

CAMPUS SOON 


To be held on the campus of Stout 
state college March 15-22 will be the 
eleventh Western Regionel Arts and 
Crafts Exhibition.

Cooperating with the college in pre- 
senting the exhibit are the Dunn 
County Agricultural Extension Office, 
the office of the Dunn County super- 
intendent of schools and the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin School of 
Agriculture. 

Entries will be accepted in six craft 
éategories and must be received at the 
County Extesion office in the Dunn 
county court house no later than 5 p.m.

AMERICAN TECH SOCIETY RESEARCH AWARDS 
PRESENTED TO DR. WIGEN AND DR. SWANSON 


Two of the five national research 
awards of the American Technical 
Society have been made to faculty 
members of Stout State College here. 
The men chosen are Dr. Ray A. 
Wigen, director of graduate studies at 
Stout, and Dr. Robert S. Swanson, 
associate professor of industrial 
education. 

Each received a $200 cash award 
from the American Technical Society, 
plus national recognition as an “Os- 
car” winner in the field of industrial 
education research. Aims of the a- 
wards program are improved educa- 
tional practices, provide new educa- 
tional knowledge and stimulate other 
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educators to excellent research. 

The five men recognized for their 
achievements were selected from 
among eligible educators throughout 
the nation, not only in the field of 
industrial education but also in 11 such 
areas as agriculture, business, guid- 
ance and similar endeavors. 

Both Dr. Wigen and Dr. Swanson 
completed their Ph.D. research at the 
University of Minnesota under the 
direction of that institution’s chairman 
of industrial arts, Dr. William 
Micheels, himself a Stout graduate. 
The awards program was also approv- 
ed by the Research and Executive 
committees of the American Vocation- 
al association. 

Dr. Wigens research was titled

WISCONSIN COLLEGES IN 
RAPID GROWTH STAGE 


The most astonishing fact in Wis- 
consin higher education is the rapid 
growth of the state colleges. Since 
1952 the enrollment on the campuses 
has doubled. 

At a meeting of the college Regents, 
February 18, the presidents reported 
a total of more than 11,600 students 
in the 10 colleges for the new sem- 
ester. Just six years ago the total was 
5,750. 

“The equivalent of another 10-col- 
lege system has been added in stu- 
dent population,” says college director, 
Eugene R. McPhee. “Problems of 
and teachers have almost doubled 
too.” 

The college Regents are adding 21 
million dollars worth of buildings in 
the most ambitious construction pro- 
gram in the colleges’ history. Teachers 
at the schools numbered 560; today 
there 800, and more wil be added next 
fall. - 

Saturday classes have been sched- 
uled at many of the institutions. 
Class sizes are larger and teachers 
have more themes to read, papers to 
grade, and tests to score. Guidance, 
counsling, and placement of graduates 
takes an increasing amount off time. 

What worries college officials most, 
though, is that the big wave of stu- 
dents is yet to come. There has been 
only a small increas in the number of 
18-year-olds in the state since 1952. 
In 1965 thousands more will be ready 
for higher education and enrollments 
are expected to double again.

SCHOLARSHIPS AWAIT 
HIGH SCHOOL SENIORS 


There is $200,000 awaiting high 
school seniors who plan to enroll in a 
Wisconsin state college next fall. 

Each of 17,000 high school gradu- 
ates, from the upper ranking half, is 
eligible to reach for a $117 handful. 
Last year 860 Wisconsin seniors took 
$100,000 from the fund which is re- 
plenished and available again this 
spring. 

Most of the money goes automatic- 
ally to the 1,000 top-ranking gradu- 
ates of the state’ s 500 public and pri- 
vate lhigh schools. The valedictorian of 
a high school with less than 250 enroll- 
ed gets a state college scholarship of 
$117 to pay college fees. Both the val- 
edictorian and salutatorian of high 
schools from 250 to 750 in size are 
granted scholarships. And three ara 
avaiiable to the top three graduates of 
schools enrolling more than 750.

When a graduate does not plan to 
enroll at a state college, the next in 
line becomes eligible for the scholar- 
ship. 


Another 683 graduates this spring, 
not at the top but in the upper half, 
will get the same $117 scholarship by 
proving that they need the money to 
go to college and that they have lead- 


ership potential. The college president 
decides who shall get these scholar- 
ships from the applications he re- 
ceives. He is limited in tha number he 
may grant. 

Funds for the scholarships are ap- 
proved by the legislature in an effort 
to attract capable young Wisconsin 
men and women to college. 

The $200,000 fund is fenced in by 
scholarship requirements but the gate 
swings easily to the touch of the high 
ranking Wisconsin graduate.

Stout state college is one of 10 col- 
leges and universities in the nation 
named to the Interinstitutional Affili- 
ation Project of the American Associa- 
tion of Colleges for Teacher Education. 
As such, Stout has been awarded a 
$1000 grant to carry on a cooperative 
educational project with Cebu School 
of arts and Trade in the Pilippine Is- 
lands. 

Aim of the overall AACTE project, 
being carried on simultaneously in a 
number of parts of the world, is to 
achieve better international relation- 
ships and understanding by providing 
current American instructional mater- 
ials to countries engaged in improving 
their educational programs. Such na- 
tions will, in return, furnish American 
educators with descriptions of specific 
educational techniques prevelant in 
these nations and with useful cultural 
data. 

The instructional materials in tech- 
nical education which Stout could fur- 
nish were especially in demand by na- 
tions which are attempting to increase 
their industrialization by providing to 
their citizens vocational education, not 
only the classical earning offered al- 
most exclusively in schools of Euro- 
pean origin. This is the first year that 
such an AACTHinterinstitutional pro- 
ject has been attempted. 

Project coordinator at the Cebu 
school is to be Ricardo P. Trinidad, su- 
perintendent of that educatonal insti- 
tution. Serving in the same capacity 
for Stout State college will be Dr. Ray 
A. Wigen, director of the graduate 
studies proggram there. He recently 
attended a special workshop in Chi- 
cago at which coordinators of partici- 
pating colleges conferred with special 
representatives of the foreign nations 
having a part in the project. 

Also working with Dr. Wigen at 
Stout, under the direction of President 
Verne C. Fryklund, are Dr. John A. 
Jarvis, dean of industrial education, 
Dr. G. S. Wall, who is serving as com- 
mittee secretary, and Dr. D. P. Bar- 
nard, Dwight D. Chinnock, Floyd

TO INCREASE 


It’s not too early to enroll for eol. 
lege next fall. In a few cases it may al. 
ready be too late. 


Restricted admissions at some pri- 
vate schools and a shortage of dorm. 
itory space were being felt in April, 
five months before the fall term be. 
gins. The state colleges report fresh. 
man admissions for the fall are run- 
ning 12 to 40 per cent higher than last 
year at this time. At La Crosse 258 
freshmen had enrolled by April 1, com- 
pared to a total freshman class last 
fall of 590. 


No more reservations for a room 
in the girls’ dormitory are being accep. 
ted at the college at Whitewater. The 
dorm is full with a waiting list of girls 
ready to take any room not occupied 
at the last minute. College officials re- 
port an 18 per cent increase in fresh- 
man admissions over last year. 


At Oshkosh, freshman admissions 
are running more than 40 % high- 
er than a year ago. The college re- 
gistrar expects a freshman class of 
close to 600 students in the fall and 221 
“early birds” were enrolled on April 1, 


A monthly report of early admiss- 
ions is being requested by College Di- 
rector Eugene R. McPhee. “We don’t 
like to be surprised by a huge enroll- 
ment in September,” McPhee said, 
“Tt is extremely helpful to anticipate 
a big increase a few months in advance 
so that classroom and_ laboratory 
space, class schedules, teachers, and 
housing arrangements can be prepar- 
ed for the wave.” 

Early indications are that another 
increase is coming for the state col- 
leges in the fall. Present enrollment 
predictions are for a total student body 
at the 10 schools of approximately 
13,000.

Only half of the 
parents of sons looking for jobs could 
afford to pay for college. 

Said the college going men, “We 
wouldn’t be satisfied to stay at out 
present level of knowledge.” 

Said the job hunting men, “Success 
in life depends more on ability and ef- 
fort than on education.”

VIVIAN HAZEL 
HAS PROBLEMS 
AS MISSIONARY 


“When I return to my missionary 
station in Ghana, Africa, next August, 
“all” Tll have to do is adapt modern 
American teaching techniques to 
youngsters whose families still prac- 
tice pologamy and worship fetishes.” 
This is how Mrs. Vivian Hazel, veter- 
an African missionary and Family 
Life Education graduate at Stout, 
calmly describes just one of the educa- 
tional problems facing her when she 
returns to her Gold Coast school in 
Africa in late summer.

The energetic missionary and her 
little girls are anxious to return to 
Africa. “And,” Mrs. Hazel says, “my 
work gives me the oppurtunity to do 
what I want most to do in life—to 
spread the gospel and be a witness for 
Christ.”

The showcase featuring Mrs. Tam- 
bunan’s materials was highlighted by 
draped batik on an adjoining wall. 

This beautiful draped print is as pret- 
ty as new even though it is over twen- 
ty years old. The case has two batik 
' pieces. 

Mrs. Tambunan, who brought the 
beautiful batiks fabrics from her na- 
tive Indonesia, explained the numerous 
processes and skilled craftsmanship 
required to make the material. 

Batik is made from excellent quality 
cotton which has been processed to 
become soft and crease resistant. The 
material is colored by a wax dyeing 
process which requires expert crafts- 
manship. While each color is dyed, all 
the other parts are covered by bee’s 
wax. True batik is made only by hand. 
It is easy to care for, is washed with- 
out soap, and requires no ironing. 

The Fundamentals of Design class 
was surprised to hear the high cost of 
batik. Because it is handmade, the ex- 
pense is easily explained.

MISS KAM PIE NIO TELLS OF T-EACHING 
PROBLEMS IN HER NATIVE INDONESIA 


A continuing program in which 
Indonesian educators participate and 
observe the functions_of the school of 
home economics at Stout state college 
here, will carry much of the spirit and | 
‘philisophy. of this American college 
back to their far-off island nation. 
This year, Miss Kam Pie Nio, teacher 
in the Home Economies college of In- 
donesia, has been assigned to study at 


Stout by the Indonesian Ministry of |‘ 


Education. Earlier two other Indones- 
ian home economics educators, Miss 
Roestint\ and Miss Latifah; completed. 
ia similar arrangement. Two years ago 
Miss Soekantinah, principal of the 
Home Economies senior high school in 
Djakarta, spent a full year absorbing 
Stout’s educational-philosophy and 
learning its educational techniques. . 

“Indonesia’s- educational. goal is to 
meet the needsiof its citizens with 
teachers and a curriculum. of our 
nation,” reports, Miss m. “Few per- 
sons in the United States realize that 
the last Dutch teachers left Indonesia 
in 1953-54. Suddenly—after 350 years 
-of Dutch government and Dutch ed- 
ue ution--we now find ourselves on our 
own.’ 

The probler m of Indonesian ads 
tion is‘also complicated by a number 
of other factors. The Dutch home econ- 
-omiecs curriculum. was based upon 
teaching the preparation of European 
foods rather than those native to the 
islands. Thus evepy teachers of Indo- 
nesian—nationality still possess train- 
ing not applicable to the customary 
diet or available foods of the country’s 
inhabitants. In addition, most of these 
teachers are city born and do not. have 
the same basic diet, namely: fish and 
riee, as do persons in outlying areas. 

“Add to this the fact that Indonesia 
is composed of 3,000 islands and you 
can realize some of the problems fac- 
ing education in our country,” Miss 
Kam points out gravely. “Just trans- 
porting and supervising the instruct- 
ors: for such widely seattered schools 
create tremendous problems.” 
Indonesian teachers must also be 
aware of changing trends in the cloth- 
ing worn by citizens of that country. 
Where for centuries the “Kebaja” 
blouse and “Kain” skirt sufficed, 
younger people are demanding modern 
-garb and. so lessons in clothing~con- 
struction must be in accord with the 
new trend. -— - as 

Miss Kam is pirsuing intensive 
study at Stout State college in general 
chemistry, bacteriology, audio-visual 
instruction, family nutrition, and the 
techniques of teaching home econom- 
ics. A major reason that visiting Indo- 


-nesians are concentrating ~to such a 


great extent upon Stout and American 
home economics is the desire of the 
Indonesian Ministry of Education to 
change its traditional 
arrangement in that field. 
At present, all Indonesians six to 
twelve years of age have general edu- 
cation available. Those interested in 
home economies attend Home Econom- 
ics junior high school four additional 
years and later a Home Economics 
senior high school until they are nine-

The public has become increasingly 
aware that dietetics have important 
wacnancihilitiac in hacnitale eehnals 
responsibilities in hospitals, schools, 
restaurants and research laboratories. 

However, few people actually know 
what the profession of dietetics in- 
cludes or of the great opportunities 
available to women in this field. Di- 
etitians are in acute demand in five 
specific areas: hospitals, food admin- 
istration work, community nutrition, 
research and teaching. 

Within these five categories furth- 
er division occurs. For instance, hos- 
pital dietitians are empioyed in pri- 
vate, city, state, and army and air 
force hospitals, as well as by the U.S. 
Public Health service. 

Food administration divides itself

Finally—and equally important and 
fascinating to a girl with interest in 
science—is research and teaching on 
the staff of foundations, commercial 
firms, medical schools, universities 
and experiment stations. 


Qualifications of a dietitian are 
similar to those of women in other 
leading professions. The training for 
a career in dietetics is based upon the 
regualr four years of study in an ac- 
credited college or university, where 
the student earns a bachelor’s degree 
with a major in foods and nutrition or 
in institutional management. 

During those years, the future di- 
etitian ‘completes courses which fur- 
nish ‘her with a background for under- 
standing food nutrients and their uses. 
Also, she becomes familiar with pur- 
chasing, storing, and handling food; 
with the equipment in large quantity 
cooking; and with planning ‘and ser- 
ving attractive meals. Included in her 
curriculum are many liberal arts cour- 
ses, such as sociology and literature, 
designed to provide her with a broad 
general background. 

After these four years, most gradu- 
ates then spend one additional year 
as dietetic intern. Such an internship 
is one approved by the American Di- 
etetic Association or the American Re- 
staurant Association and may be in 
hospital dietetics, food administration, 
or a nutrition clinic. In hospital diet- 
etics the intern has experience in ad- 
minstrative, therapeutic, and commun- 
ity nutrition work. 

Under the direction of a staff of 
qualified dietetians, each intern spends 

a busy year applying her knowledge 
of food and nutrition. She directs nor- 
mal nutrition in food production and 
food service for patients; she plans 
normal and modified diets for individ- 
ual needs of patients who come to the

It’s dietetics internship time again 
at Stout state college. Miss Eleanor 
Weltzin of Menomonie has accepted 
an appointment at the University of 
California, where she will complete a 
hospital dietetic internship and also 
work toward her master’s degree. 

Miss Barbara Hartig, Milwaukee, 
and Miss Bonnie Bauman, Markesan, 
will both intern at Milwaukee Coun- 
ty hospital. Miss Maryellen Pfeiffer, 
Racine, hasn’t as yet made her final 
decision. 

Dietetic Internship day is a mo- 
mentous time for all graduating dieti- 
tians. Throughout the nation, girls 
are notified simultaneously of appoint- 
ments available to them. And it’s a 
big occasion at Stout state college be- 
cause Stout is one of only two educa- 
iotnal institutions in the entire state 
specializing in the preparation of ac- 
credited dietitians. 


lectures and seminars, do practical 
work in planning and preparation of 
members of the food service staff. 
Hospital and clinic dietetic interns 
foods, and instruct non-professional 
also attend medical conferences and 
hold discussion with patients. 

Most hospitals offering internships 
provide the dietetic intern with room, 
board, laundry service and, in addi- 
tion, may pay a stipend, usually $20 
to $50 per month. However, at Walter 
Reed Army Hospital, the dietetic in- 
tern is commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant and receives monthly pay and 
allowances totaling $270.18. In addi- 
tion, she receives an uniform allow- 
ance of $300, travel pay to and from 
assignments, quarters, medical and 
dental care, and hospitalization. 

Many organizations also award 
scholarships to outstanding dietetic 


mi 


interns. The American Dietetic Asso- 
ciation annually offers scholarships to 
college seniors who have been accept- 
ed for a dietetic internship approved 
by the Association. It also makes loan 
funds available and grants three fel- 
lowships for graduate study. Many 
state dietetic associations provide ad- 
ditional scholarships. 

After completing her four years of 
college training and her internship, 
the dietitian is prepared to accept a 
position. Ready to help her make her 
choice are the placement bureau of her 
college, the director of her internship, 
personnel sections of hospitals and of 
other organizations employing: dieti- 
tians, and the Credentials Service of 
the American Dietetie Association, 
whose facilities are available to all 
members. 

Dietetic positions are open in all the 
forty-eight states, Puerto Rico, Ha- 
waii and other areas of the world. The 
Armed Forces offer the dietitian a 
chance to go abroad as a commission- 
ed officer if she so desires. 

The dietetic graduate who decides 
inot to intern also has an opportunity 
to obtain full professional status. Nec- 
essary, however, are three years of 
practical experience. During one of 
these three. years the graduate must 
be under the supervision of a member 
of the American Dietetic Association. 

The demand for qualified dietitians 
is great and shows no sign of decreas- 
ing. Each year increasing public 
awareness of public health improve- 


ment has resulted in rapid growth. of.) 


the number of hospitals, sanatoria and. 
homes for the aged, thus creating a 
need for more dietitians. Besides, die- 
tetics is almost exclusively a woman’s 
field, over 99 per cent of its person- 
nel being women. 

Salaries are excellent in the profes- 
sion. Midwest salaries are especially 
good, topping the list with a range of 
$325-446 monthly for dietitians who 
have just completed internships to

Paper, the fifth largestindustry in 
the world, was made the center of in- 
est in a recent tour taken by the Stout 
Typographical Society. 

The annual three day trek took them 
to various paper mills, printing plants 


and high school print shops through- ' 


| along with a discussion of the various 
| problems encountered in mixing inks 
for printing containers for various 
products. Mr. Matthews answered 
many ink problems posed by various 
S.T.S. members. This completed our 
second day on tour as the tired, foot- 


out the Fox River Valley of Wisconsin.; weary group returned to their hotel 


Twenty-two eager S.T.S. members 
and their advisor, Mr. Whydotski, 
boarded their chartered bus at 6 a.m. 
Wednesday, April 30. 

The first important stop was made 
in Elk Mound where an important cog 
was added to the group who shall 
remain nameless. (He prefers ano- 
nymity rather than fame.) 


After a short pep talk, or rather a 
warning, by Mr. Whydotski, the group 
settled down to sleep, read or play 
cards until the first point of interest 
was reached, which was Port Edwards. 

Here the group toured the Nekoosa- 
Edwards paper mill and became famil- 
iarized with the process which brings 
about much of the very same paper 
used in Stout’s own print shop. After 
lunch in the company-owned restau- 
rant, we journeyed to Wisconsin Ra- 
pids and the Consolidated Water 
Power Company. Here a different pro- 
cess of pulp making was observed 
along with paper making and a huge 
generating plant. This completed the 
first day of the tour as we made our 
way to Appleton and set up official 
headquarters at the Hotel Conway. 
Private rooms were enjoyed by those 
who kept their transoms closed. 


Thursday a.m., May 1, found the 
S.T.S headed for Menasha high school. 
Mr. Griffith, head of the printing 
department, summarized the operation 
of the print shop and the group obser- 
ved for themselves first-hand. 

Menasha is one of the very few high 
schools in the state which prints their 
own annual, winning some twenty-two 
All-American awards. 


Next stop was the Gilbert Paper 
Company in Neenah. Here the group 
observed the production of high quality 
papers. Gilberts produce a paper used 
for currency in a number of foreign 
lands. At the end of the trip through 
Gilbert Paper, Mr. Nick Gilbert, vice- 
president and sales manager, was in- 
troduced to the S.T.S. in the office 
lounge. A very interesting and enlight- 
ening question and answer session was 
held in which Mr. Gilbert elaborated 
on a variety of processes and develop- 
ments in paper making. Here, also, we 
were treated to a very tasty chicken 
dinner with all the trimmings. On the 
house, mind you. Needless to say, a 
few of the more greedy could barely 
crawl back to the bus. 

Marathon Corporation, now consoli- 
dated with American Can Company, 
took up the major portion of the after- 
noon. Here we were shown the process 
of printing cartons and cellophane 
along with the waxing of the cartons 
and the addition of foil to cellophane 
for the prolonged preservation of 
perishable goods. Extremely intricate 
die-cutting was also a highlight of 
their printing operations. 

Marathon also makes their own inks 
so, in order to make it a thorough tour, 
we were shown the operation of the 
ink plant from the first stages of re- 
‘search to the final mixing of the inks. 
At the Marathon ink plant, Mr. Matth- 
ews gave a very thorough demonstra- 
tion and talk on the mixing process 


for refreshments and “the sack”. 

Friday a.m. found the STS making 
their way to the Institute of paper 
chemistry. Here research was being 
carried on in all phases of paper mak- 
ing. Only graduate chemical engin- 
eers and chemists are accepted here 
for study toward the masters and doc- 
tors degrees. 


Here one of the outstanding high- 
lights of the trip was seen in the fan- 
ous Dard Hunter Museum of Paper. A 
very rare collection of paper and 
books dating from the papyrus of 150 
A.D. to comparatively recent water- 
marks were included in the exhibit. 

After lunch the group observed the 
operation of the Appleton high school 
print shop which was being taught by 
Armin Gerhardt. He explained his 
methods of instruction and course con- 
tent and answered various questions 
placed before him by various STS 
members. 

The final stop on the tour found 
them in the Aid Association for Luth- 
erans in Appleton. Located in the new- 
est and tallest building in Appleton, 
the Association contains a degree of 
the very latest in contsruction and 
- architecture. Inside they found car- 
pets imported from India, imported 
wood paneling and many original 
paintings by Appleton’s own Walt 
Diedrich. 

Since much of the paper work is 
done by IBM machines which require 
very carefully printed cards, the As- 
sociation maintains its own print shop. 
Three multigraph machines are kept 
busy most of the time producing the 
needed printed materials. The inspec- 
tion of the Association’s print shop 
completed the three day STS tour. 

All that was left was the weary 
homeward journey. Of course, some 
were not so weary and managed to 
keep up a constant jaber all the way 
home. Anyone know if Keith Koch has 
run down yet? 

All in all, it was an all encompass- 
ing, well- planned and very enlighten- 
ing tour. A real “Thanx” is in order to 
those who worked to make it possible. 
Also to Mr. Whydotski, who showed 
unlimited patience in the face of some- 
times utter chaos. And perhaps most 
of all, to those people in the various 
places they toured who made them 
fee] welcome and who so splendidly 
guided them on the tours of their res-

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Removing a completed plastics soldering gun handle from the plastics 
press which he has developed to revolutionize the teaching of plastics in high 
school industrial arts shops is its inventor, Dr. Robert Swanson, faculty 
member of Stout. The new press permits students to duplicate to a high 
degree the methods and quality achieved by the plastics industry. 


DR. SWANSON’S PLASTICS MACHINE INVENTION 
IS REVOLUTIONIZING PLASTICS INSTRUCTION 


An inventor whose plastics press is 
revolutionizing plastics instruction in 
American schools is Dr. Robert Swan- 
son, associate professor of industrial 
education. His invention now makes 
it possible for students in any small 
high school shop to produce plastic 
articles with a technique and quality 
comparable to that of industry. 

Proof of the ability of Swanson’s 
invention to meet industrial standards 
is its use by the Missle Operations 
Plant of the Chrysler Corporation to 
create prototype models of guided 
missiles.

to be capable of performing efficient- 
ly and well the operations of the plas- 
tics forming industry — mechanical 
stretch forming, blow forming and 
vacuum forming. 

Introduction of Dr. Swanson’s plas- 
ties press into high school and college 
industrial arts departments has de- 
creased the cost of teaching plastics, 
largely because the press can form 
many materials which cost only one- 
third the price of the acrylic plastic 
formerly used exclusively. Merely the 
addition of the press to an industrial 
arts department, plus the use of some 
basic tools already present in the 
woodworking shop, provides any high 
school with a new, adequately-equip- 
ped area for plastics instruction. 

To explain the potentialities of plas- 
tics for a high school industrial arts 
shop, Dr. Swanson has written sever- 
al articles. He is also the author of a 


text and two projects-idea files, all of 


which have been published by O’Neil- 
Irwin.

BY STATE COLLEGES 


In addition to the obvious growth in 
size and campus buildings, the state 
colleges of Wisconsin are expanding 
their curriculums. According to Eu- 
gene R. McPhee, director of the col- 
leges, 20 new majors have been added 
in the past two years. 

In every case the new major is an 
expansion of courses from a minor ar- 
ea offered previously. Five of the new 
majors are in science and five are in 
economics. Others are in mathematics, 
music sociology, psychology, political 
science, speech and social science. 

Other changes in curriculum are be- 
ing considered by the college regents 
at the request of the Coodinating 
Committee for Higher Education. The 
training of commercial teachers, for 
44 years the sole speciality of White- 
water, may soon be expanded to an- 
other college in the northern area of 


| the state. A center for training teach- 


ers of handicapped children is pro- 
posed for the college at Eau Claire. 
And the training of teachers of phys- 
ical education for women may soon/j 
be carried on by one or two colleges, 
in addition to the major speciality now 
at La Crosse. 

Graduate work at the master’s ley- 
el in education may soon be given at 
several more state colleges. As pro- 
posed, the program would begin as a 
coperative venture with the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, the degree to be 
granted at first by the University. As 
the program grows the responsibility 
will gradually shift to the state col- 
leges.

MAP OF WOLF RIVER 


A completely new map of the lower 
Wolf river, covering the entire area 
from Lake Winnebago to Fremont is 
being prepared by the Clarkson Map 
company of Kaukauna in cooperation 
with the state conservation commis- 
sion, local agencies and other sources. 

Basic data, including navigation 
channels, contours, depths and other 
geographical characteristics have been 
completed by the conservation com- 
mission and all access highways and 
roads have been plotted. Waterways 
defined in detail include, the Wolf riv- 
er, and lakes Butte des Morts, Winne- 
conne and Poygan. The map will be 
printed at a scale of two inches to the 
foot for easy readability and to give 


; adequate space for indicating all facil- 


ities such as boat landings and launch- 
ing sites, public and private camping 
and picnic sites, boat service stations, 
boat and bait suppliers, eating estab- 
lishment and similar information.
